MUSCAT. Feb 1 0, (Agencies): HH the Amir of 
Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber AJ Ahmed A1 Sabah, 
arrived today For three days of consultations with 
Sultan Qaboos on efforts to curb Soviet Jewish 
emigration to Israel and other Issues. 

The Oman News Agency said the Ami r, 
accompanied by a delegation including the fm- 
{.ance minister, was greeted at the airport by 
" Qaboos as a 21 -gun salute boomed ouL 

Official sources, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said that the issue of the expected 
flood of Soviet Jews to Israel in the next few years 


was one of the top priorities in the two leaders' 
talks. 

Qaboos is the current chairman, of the six- 
nation Gulf Co-operation Council which also 
includes Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates. 

The Amir is currently chairman of the 46r 
member Organisation of Islamic Conference, an 
umbrella organisation for the world's estimated 
one billion Muslims. 

In a recent message, the Amir castigated both 
the Soviet Union as well as the United States for 


allowing the Jewish emigration to Israel. 

There has been a furore in the Arab and 
Islamic world since Israeli Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir said earlier this month that he expec- 
tM hundreds of thousands of Soviet Jews to settle 
in the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

These areas, seized by Israel in 1967, roughly 
encompass the Palestinian state proclaimed by 
the Palestine National Council, the PLO’s 
parliament- in-exiie, in 1988. 

The expected exodus of Soviet Jews to Israel 
follows Moscow's loosening of emigration res- 


trictions, and the tightening or US immigration 
laws. 

The Arabs are angry that the United States, 
which has traditional close links with the GCC 
countries, has restricted entry visas for Soviet 
Jews at a time when the Soviets have opened their 
doors. 

The Kuwaiti and Omani rulers also head GCC 
efforts to break the deadlock in peace talks 
between Iran and Iraq following the August 1 988

Lebanon. 

The police spokesman said the 
atuaboq in the Christian enclave 
“does not indicate that a ceasefire's 
going to hold."

Paul Faris announcing the mutiny in 
the general's army. 

Faris declared the creation of the 
."neutral army forces" with 
1 f headquarters in the coastal town of 
Amshcel north of Beirut, which is 
controlled by Geagea’s forces. 

He called on “fellow soldiers ... to 
refuse Aoun's orders and 
immediately join the ranks of the 
neutral army forces. Leave Aoun's 
army now before it’s too late." 

Shortly after broadcasting Fans' 
communique. Voice of Lebanon said 
it has received calls from several 
army units declaring support for the 
mutiny. 

Aoun's command, in a statement, 
said Faris was “a mutineer who had 
joined the gunmen a while ago and is 
wanted by justice."

No compromise 

It’s war of freedom: Benazir 


ISLAMABAD, Feb 10, (Agencies): Pakistan does 
not want war with India over the Muslim uprising in 
Indian-controlled Kashmir, but will never com- 
promise on the rights of Kashmiris to choose their 
own future. Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto vowed 
today. 

“Wedo not want war and wedo not want tocreate 
a war psychosis in the nation,” she told a specially- 

“We cannot compromise on the 
right of the people of Jammu and 
Kashmir to self-determination,'' she 
added. 

A revolt by the majority Muslim 
population in India's Jammu and 
Kashmir state has plunged relations 
between traditional foes India and 
Pakistan to their lowest point since 
Benazir took office in December 
1988. 

Benazir's robust defence of the 
rights of Kashmiri “freedom-fight- 
ers" to campaign for their freedom 
from Indian oppression would likely 
infuriate New Delhi. 

“AH those who value human life 
and dignity must not be silent when 
blood stains the beautiful valley of 
Kashmir." Benazir, dressed in Pakis- 
tan's national colours of green and 
white, told Parliament.

(Reuter): A 
sniper shot dead a four-year-old boy 
in Pakistan's largest city, Karachi, 
today taking the death toll in four 
days of violence to 68, doctors said. 

Wasim Akhtar was shot in the face 
and fell from a roof, his parents said. 
Doctors said he was dead on arrival 
at hospital. -

(Agencies): President Mubarak telephoned condolences today 
to the father of a teenager fatally shot by guards after deliberately crashing his 
car into the gale or a presidential palace.

Mohammed Hafez, a 1 7-year-old high school student and son of an appellate 
court judge, smashed the Fiat be was driving into the iron gate of Uruba palace. 

An Interior Ministry statement said Hafez climbed from the car and shot at 
palace guards with a pistol, injuring two, but was cut down in a fusillade of 
return fire and killed. 

The government statement said palace guards told investigators that Hafez 1 
appeared “abnormal and unbalanced" when he got out ofhis car after ramming 
the gate. 

It also quoted Hafez’s mother as saying her son was “very disturbed" over a ‘ 
family problem when he left home shortly before the attack. He threatened to 
commit “a terrible act" unless the family met his demands, the statement said.

Rebels take Massawa 


“The entire town is under the control of the 
EPLF.” Yemane Gabre Meskel, a spokesman for 
the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (EPLF) told 
Reuters by telephone from London. 

“We received the news about an hour ago. but 
have no more details for the time being,” he added. 

This is the first time in 29 years of dvfl war in 
which separatist rebels have claimed to capture 
Eritrea’s main port. 


The lightning offensive by the EPLF along a 200 
km (120 miles) front stretching from Keren in the 
central highlands of Eritrea to the coast followed a 
nine-month lull in fighting between Ethiopia’s 
Soviet-backed government and the secessionist 
EPLF. 

Ethiopian officials in Nairobi admitted the rebel 
offensive, which began on Thursday, had taken the 
government by surprise. 

Control of Massawa would enable the EPLF lo 
cut off the last open supply line to the 400,000 
inhabitants in the Eritrean provincial capital 
Asmara, Ethiopia’s largest city after Addis Ababa.

as a gravity slingshot to help hurl the craft 
coward its 1995 rendezvous with Jupiter. 

Engineers ax the US space agency's Jet 
, Propulsion Laboratory received a radio sig- 
■ nal confirming that the 2.8 tonne spacecraft 
! made its closest approach to Venus at 0559 
GMT, cruising 10,028 miles (16,138 


kilometres) above the planet's hellishly hot 
surface. 

“We have just Down through our closest 
approach point to Venus," said Bill O’Neil, 
science and mission design manager. “The 
greatest challenge of getting Galileo to 
Jupiter has been met-" 

Four hours before the dose encounter, 
radio signals received on Earth confirmed 
the spacecraft computer ordered Galileo’s 


infrared light sensor to start observing 
Venus. The instrument was looking for the 
glow of the hot lower atmosphere backlight- 
ing cooler clouds overhead, O’Neil said. 

That started an eight-hour period of. 
intensive photography and measurements, 
including a photographic search for light- 
ing. Earlier yesterday, Galileo studied dust 
particles and magnetic fields in space, and 
measured Venusian atmospheric tem- 


peratures. 

“The Venus encounter is our first major 
milestone in the mission." said Galileo 
project scientist Torrence Johnson. “After 
the encounter, we have rained enough 
energy out of this celestial Wmaxd shot to get 
the energy we need to make ii all the way to 
Jupiter.” 

The power the spacecraft gains in the 
flyby is triple the energy of its propellant 


supply, said mission director Neal Ausman. 

The 51.35 billion mission win let Galileo 
examine Earth, its moon and one or two 
asteroids before the spacecraft separates 
into an orbitcr and a small probe m Julv 
1995- In December 1995. they arrive at 
Jupiter, the solar system's largest planet, 
after a 2.4-biUion-mile (3. 8-bill ion- 
IriJomcin?) trip, including 182 million miles 
(292 million kilometres) to reach Venus. 


Galileo was deployed from the space shut- 
tle Atlantis last Oct 1 8. 

Venus circles the sun between the orbits of 
Earth and Mercury, ihe closest planet to the 
sun. Acid- laden clouds extend 40 mites i&4 
kilometres! above the surface, trapping heat 
in a runaway “greenhouse effect" that raised 
surface temperatures to 900 degrees 
Fahranheit (482 Celsius). Atmospheric 
pressure is 90 times that on Earth.

Be careful, physicians told 

BOSTON, Feb 10 (UPI): Young children given a common barbiturate to control fever-induced seizures 
generally score lower than their peers on intelligence tests, a study concluded- 

The drug phenobarbetal apparently affects a child's ability to perform weD on such tests, and this effect 
may continue even after the drug is no longer used, researchers reported in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The finding, combined with questions about pbenobarbital’s effectiveness, led the study’s authors to 
conclude that the drug’s disadvantages generally outweighed its benefits. 

“We’re saying that physicians need to be very , -very careful about prescribing iu This doesn’t mean that 
there are no t some children who can benefit from phenobarbetal . But we need to look hard for alternatives.” 
said Dr Deborah Hirtz of the

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US slipping in science 


Report finds number of troubling signs 


WASHINGTON, Feb 9, (UPI): The United 
States’ worldwide dominance of science and 
technology may be slipping as other nations 
dose the gap in areaslongconoderedbastions 
of US excellence, a report concluded yester- 
day. 

“The United States is strong presently in 
science and technology. We have been the 
leader for more than 40 years. And we still 
are,” said Mary Good, chairman of the 
national science board, which issued the 
report 

“At the same time the advantage that we 
had in the past is also gone. History tells us 
that nations go up and nations go down. But 


there's a real risk of a slow slide toward 
second-rate status,” she told a news con- 
ference. 

The 401-page “Science and engineering 
indicators” report concludes, “we need a new 
national commitment to provide human, fin- 
ancial and physical resources commensurate 
with the importance of science and tech- 
nology to. America's future.” 

The report is issued every two years by the 
policy-making board of the National Science 
Foundation to help government, industry 
and academic leaders evaluate science and 
engineering in the nation based on a variety of 


criteria. 

Although there were some promising areas, 
this yen’s report found a number of troubling 
signs, including: 

■ In 1988, US inventors received 52 per cent 
of the US patents granted while foreigners 
received the remaining 48 per cent — the 
highest share of US patents ever granted to 
foreigners. 

M While the United States still spends more 
on research and development than the next 
four industrialised countries combined, inter- 
national competitors such as Japan and West 
Germany spend more in relation to their total 
gross national product. 


Bell Lab

Scientists in university and tho 
private research say X-rays and 
other techniques already have I 
helped prove quasi-crystals 1 
exist, but say Bell Labs’ research 
gives the most straightforward 
description of the matter. 

Discovered in 1984, Quasi- 
crystals have been the focus of 
some of the most intense study 1 
in the scientific community 
along with superconductivity I 
and cold fusion, say scientists 1 
familiar with the subject 
Researchers praised Bell 
Labs' announcement but said it I 
could not be considered a 
breakthrough, as the company 
claimed. 

Paul Horn, director of 
physical science at Inter- 
national Business Machine's 
Thomas I. Watson Research I 
Centre in Yorktown, New 
York, called the development a 
“nice piece of science.” But he I 
said, “It didn’t tell us anything \ 
we didn't expect.” 

While research hgs revealed 
the presence of quasi-crystals in I 
bulk form. Bell Labs provided 
the first glimpse of a quasi-crys- 
tal surface, helping refute 
arguments that previous man- I 
ifestations were a quirk of I 
nature, said Lionel Kimmer- | 
ling, who heads Bell Labs' I 
materials interface research 
department in Murray Hill, 
New Jersey, west of Newark. 1 

The company used a scan- 1 
ning- tunnelling miser oscope, f 

which is exact enough to probe >l 
individual atoms. Researchers r 
cut atoms on a plane and used 
the microscope to move a fine- 
tipped probe over the surface. 

The image of each atom was 
then projected on a television 
screen, said Kimmeriing. 

“It’s the first time that people 
have used a scanning-tunnelling 
microscope to get an image of 
the surface of the material,” 
Horn said. “It confirms what 
people believed and what peo- 
ple had very good evidence for ” 
The three states of matter are 
solid, liquid and gas. The solid 
State is divided into amorphous 
— or unorganised — soli os such 
as glass, and crystal, which 
includes rocks and metals. The 
quasi-crystal — in this case 
composed of an alloy of 
aluminum, cpbalt and copper 
— falls in between the two 
known categories of solids. 

Bell Labs' finding was pubti- 
shed in the Jan 8, edition of. 
Physical Review letters, the 
journal of the American 
Physical Society. 

“It's definitely in the 
revolutionary category,” said 
Kimmeriing. “Now we have a 
new material and we're anxious 
to find out what it will do that 
substances not structured like 
this cannot do.” 

The outlook for uses of quasi- 
crysials is mixed. 

AT-and-T officials said the 
material used to make quasi- 
crystals is durable, lightweight 
and can withstand a range of 
temperatures, qualities valuable 
in making electrical fuses and 
resistors. 

But Kimmeriing said any 
practical uses of the technology 
are years away.

Admirers of reputed mafia “god- 
father” John Gotti celebrated his 
acquittal of conspiracy and 
assault charges by setting off 
fireworks and cheering in the 
streets of New York’s little Italy 
last night as Gotti toasted his 
good fortune with friends. 

Gotti, 49, the alleged head of 
the Gambino crime Family, was 
found not guilty and acquitted 
by a 12-member jury on all six 
charges that could have sent him 
to jail for life. 

After the trial, Gotti was 
greeted by cheering admirers on 
the streetsof the Italian section of 
lower Manhattan as he arrived in 
a luxury maroon car to celebrate 
at the Ravenite Club, a reputed 
mob meeting place. 

Later, fireworks soared in the 
night sky while inside the club 
Gotti, dressed in a teal-blue dou- 
ble-breasted silk suit, drank 
champagne with friends toasting 
his acquittal 

In Ozone Park area of Queens 
people celebrated outside the 
Bergin Hunt and Fish Club, 
another site controlled by Gotti. 

The jury had deliberated for 
fourdays over whether Gotti had

Leaders hail decision 


WASHINGTON, Feb 10, (Reuter): President 
George Bush today hailed as a “bold and 
imaginative" step the South Africandeeision to 
free black nationalist Nelson Mandela after 2? 
years in prison. 

“I welcome this move and view it as another 
significant step on the road to the non-zadal 
democratic South Africa which we all desire," 
Bush said in a statement issued from the 
presidential retreat in nearby Camp David, 
Maryland. 

“President De Klerk has shown bold and 
imaginative leadership in recent days which has 
earned the admiration of many of us who hope 
for swift and peaceful evolution in South 
Africa," Bush said. 

The President repeated an earlier announ- 
cement that he would invite Mandela and De 
Klerk separately to come to Washington. 

“As I stated earlier, I look forward to meet- 
ing independently with state President De 
Klerk and Mr Mandela in the coming months 
as part of my continuing dialogue with South 
African leadership," be said. 

Randal Robinson, director of a leading US 
anti-apartheid pressure group, Trans- Africa, 
said Mandela’s release is “the first tiny step on a 
long road." 

He said the release came about because of 
sanctions against South Africa by die United 
States and West European countries. 

Robinson said that those sanctions should 
remain in force, noting that the South African 
government has still not lifted the state of 
emergency that gives it extraordinary police 
powers, nor moved to repeal apartheid racial 
oration laws.

Ten pupils 
shot dead 
in Niger 

NIAMEY, Feb 10, (Reuter): 
Police shot dead 10 students in 
Niger's capital Niamey and 
wounded 50 when they opened 
fire to disperse a protest against 
austerity measures and cutbacks, 
medical sources said today. 

There has been no- official 
reaction to the reports of the. 
shootings yesterday and the city 
was calm today . 

Police acted to disperse hun- 
dreds of striking student demon- 
strators when they tried to march 
from the university across the 
Niger river to the main business 
districL 

The sources said one of the 
victims was a 1 3-years-old youth. 

At least two policemen were 
hurt, oxe with a stab wound and 
the other with an eye injury. 

The 4,500 university students 
went on strike to oppose aus- 
terity measures and cutbacks 
that are part of an economic res- 
tructuring programme agreed by 
the government with the world 
bank. 

The strike has since spread to 
the capital's secondary and 
primary schools. 

There has been no official 
reaction to the strike and the 
shootings which are without 
recent precedent in this vast and 
impoverished country, most of 
winch is in the Sahara Desert.

Mandela's wife, Winnie, was 
at the family home in Soweto, 
outside Johannesburg and had 
. no immediate comment. 

Anglican Archbishop Des- 
mond Tutu, who won the Nobel 
Peace prize in 1984 for his anti- 
apartheid activities, sai± “These 
axe incredible days in which we 
are living.*’ 

The anti-apartheid campaig- 
ner heard the news while vixting 
the house of Mandela's wife 
Winnie in the black Soweto tow- 
nship near Johannesburg. As he 
left, his car was surrounded by a 
large crowd of reporters. 

He got out of the car smiling 
broadly, jumped in the air ana 
yelled “hurrah” before getting 
back in and driving off. 

Tutu and other Mandela sup- 
porters danced and sang celebra- 
tion after news of the release was 
announced. 

In Washington, President 
George Bush welcomed the 
announcement and praised De 
Klerk for “bold and imaginative 
leadership.”

US troop cuts 

Cheney allays Asian fears 

WASHINGTON, Feb 10. ( AP): Defence Secretary Dick Cheney leaves 
today on a trip to Asia where he is expected to discuss with key allies 
posstble US troop cuts and the future of American bases in the Pacific. 

Cheney is conducting the two-week series of meetings in the Philip- 
pines, Korea and Japan, as well as Hong Kong, in advance of an April 1 
report to Congress on reorganising US forces in East Asia. 

Before travelling to South Korea, Cheney planned a three-night stop 
in Hawaii for talks with Adm. Huntington Hardisty, the top military 
man in the Pacific, and visits with US troops at several military bases 
there. 

In a recent interview with wire service reporters, Cheney said he had 
“a full range of items to discuss” with the civilian and military leaders 
on his trip, including the issue of "burdensharing." The term refers to 
efforts to seek funding from nations that host US forces, such as Japan. 
South Korea and Western Europe. 

Cheney has signed a paper that assumes the Asian allies must take up 
more of the burden of their defence, and assumes a smaller US military 
p re sen ce in the Pacific. But the document, which offers guidance to US 
military services, also stresses that the United States must remain 
committed to the “forward deployment'* of its forces in the region. 

During a time of tight budgets at home, the defence secretary has 
come under severe questioning in Congress about his $292.1 billion 
request for Pentagon spending during the next fiscal year. 

And even though Cheney announced in connection with his budget 
that some 2,000 US personnel will be withdrawn from three US Air 
Force bases inSouth Koras in an attempt to cut costs, some lawmakers 
are demanding more severe cuts in US forces overseas.

TAIPEI. Feb 10. (AP): President 
Lee Teng-Hui is a shoo-in to be 
nominated for re-election 
tomorrow by the ruling Nation- 
alist Party, out a battle between 
aging conservatives and refor- 
mers is ragjng over bis running 
mate. 

The political infighting could 
determine the pace of reforms in 
Taiwan, which had its first mul- 
tiparty election in December 
after 38 years of martial law. 

One conservative favourite is 
Chi an g Wego. a former general 
and son of Chiang Kai-Shek, 
who ruled Taiwan with an iron 
fist through four decades. 

At tomorrow’s Nationalist 
Party convention. 180 members 
of the party's central committee 
are widely expected to nominate 
Lee for six more years as 
president. The central committee 
includes many military and 
government officials who have 
pledged their allegiance to Lee 
after he succeeded another of 
Chiang Kai-Shek's sons, 
president Chiang Ching-Kuo, 
who died in office in 1988. 

Lee will then announce his 
running mate and the committee 
will vote on his choice. 

Elderly members of the 
National Assembly. Taiwan's 
electoral college which meets in 
March to elect the president and 
vice-president, have lobbied fora 
conservative running mate to 
counterbalance Lee, who is con- 
sidered a reformer. 

Many of the old guard fear 
that if Lee picks a reformist like 
himself they will be forced from 
power. Losing power would 
mean a loss of salary and 
lucrative perks. 

Lee. the first native Taiwanese 
to head the nationalist govern- 
ment and party, has given no hint 
of who he might choose for his 
running mate. 

Liu Kuo-Tsai, speaker of the 
legislature, quoted the president 
as saying, “1 am exhausted men- 
tally and physically” over the 
choice of a vice-presidential can- 
didate. 

Lee reportedly would like to 
pick his running mate from 
reform- minded cabinet ministers 
and officials such as James 
Soong, secretary-general of the 
Nationalist Party.

HONG KONG, Feb 10, (AP* See- 
ing travel documents and smu£ 
aliens have become a booming i 
ness in Asia, with government 
officials and middlemen m* yin g for- 
tunes creating new identities for 
thousands of people. 

Paying up to 530,000 a piece, 
thousands of Asians are leaving their 
continent and hoping for a better life. 
Most want to go to North America. 
Some enter a fife of crime along the 
way. 

“Alien smuggling is the crime of 
the ’90s," said MaA D. Riordan, a 
Hong Kong-based special agent of 
the US Immigration Naturalisa- 
tion Service. “It’s almost as lucrative 
as drugs but the penalties and dan- 
gers are minimal." 

The latest rage involves a complex 
paper trial where legitimate travel 
agents in Hong Kong pay large fees 
for real passports and visas and then 
sell them to their clients. But it's also 
done traditionally by faking visas 
and ferreting travellers across bor- 
ders at night. 

Diplomats and travel agents say 
officials from Latin American coun- 
tries have sold thousands of genuine 
travel documents to Chinese fleeing 
the communist regime. Bolivia recen- 
tly removed several China-based 
diplomats after allegations of trading 
travel documents for sex and money. 
In December, the consul general for 
Panama in Hong Kong submitted his 
resignation after allegations that the 
consulate sold up to 7,000 visas to 
Chinese. 


A 1989 US Immigration and 
Naturalisation Service report iden- 
tified “an elaborate and intricate 
smuggling pipeline" into America 
used by people from China, Hong 
Kong and Taiwan. 

“This illegal traffic is noticeably 
on the increase," it sakl. 

Most of the travellers wanttogo to 
North America, businessmen and 
immigration officials say. But 
immigration there legally is difficult- 
Without a relative in the United 
States.' most people have filtk chance 
ofbecomuig Ame ri cans ("‘anarfa ha* 
strict residency requirements. 

One way people leave Aria is to 
first obtain I -arm American travd 
documents and then to South 
American by way of the United 
States or Canada, entering North 
America under a category called 
“transit without visa." 

Arriving in North America, the 
immigrants attempt to sneak out of 
airports. Failing that, they continue 
to Latin America where they try to 
enter North America from the south. 

Prices for a genuine visa or pass- 
port from Latin America range bet- 
ween 56,000 and 30,000, business- 
men say. The large fees often mean 
that people borrow huge sums of 
money from crime syndicates in 
exchange for years of service.

MOSCOW, Feb 10, (Reuter): The Soviet 
Union raised the stakes for German unity 
today as Chancellor Helmut Kohl flew to 
Moscow by saying East and West Germany 
should be neutral once they merge. 

Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
told a news conference German neutrality, a 
plan rejected by Bona, was “a good old idea 
that first arose in the 1950s” and had always 
been central to Moscow's European policies. 

“I think this is the most rational and most 
correct approach.” Shevardnadze said before 
heading for the airport to meet Kohl, who will 
have talks with Kremlin leaders aimed at 
calming Soviet fears of a resurgent German 
superpower. 

Reporting the chancellor's arrival, the 
official Soviet news agency Tass said the first 
words the two exchanged showed the great 
mutual interest in the meeting at a time of 
major political change in the centre of 
Europe. 

Tass said Kobl would meet President Mik- 
hail Gorbachev later for talks expected to 


focus on German reunification, noting that 
both East and West Germany were now in 
favour of a united state. 

“The Soviet- West German talks arc expec- 
ted to clarify the position of the sides.” the 
official agency added. 

Bonn and its western allies have rejected the 
neutrality plan, an idea first proposed by Josef 
Stalin and revived by East Germany’s Prime 
Minister Hans Modrow last week. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dielrich Genscher, 
accompanying Kohl on the hastily-arranged 
visit, countered with a plan for a united Ger- 
many within Nato but without any western 
troops on the territory of the now collapsing 
East German state. 

Kohl will also visit Paris and Washington 
later this month and London in March to 
reassure those other World War Two victors 
about German unity. 

He will meet Modrow in Bonn on Tuesday 
— an encounter Shevardnadze said today 
would be “of extreme importance” — to 
discuss practical steps towards unity, looming 


ever larger as 2.000 people cross the border to 
the West daily. 

The hardest job will be in the Soviet Union, 
which lost at feast 20 million people during 
World War Two and long saw Germany’s 
division as insurance that war would not come 
again. 

** Wc have been for the unity of the German 
nation from the beginning, but the neutrality 
principlchas always been central to our think- 
ing, ' said Shevardnadze, who accepts unity 
will come but appears to take a harder line 
than Gorbachev. 

Several speakers, including Politburo con- 
servative Yegor Ligachev, also voiced con- 
cern about a robust reunited Germany during 
a party plenum in Moscow this wreck.

Superpowers agree 
to destroy poison gas 

Progress on N-accord reported: Baker arrives in Sofia 


MOSCOW, Feb 10, (Agencies): The United States and the Soviet 
Union promised today to sign an agreement to destroy most of their 
chemical weapons and announced major progress towards a sweeping 
accord on strategic nuclear arms. 

US officials were jubilant that a three-day visit to Moscow by 
Secretary of State James Baker had cleared the way for a series of arms 
control deals to be signed at next June's superpower summit in the 
United States. . 

A joint statement said the superpowers would work out a chemical 

Only the United States and the 
Soviet Union admit possessing 
poison gas, but US officials say 
more than 20 states are able to 
produce what has been dubbed 
“the poor man’s atom bomb.” 

The statement pledged the two 
countries to ensure that all such 
states adhered to the Geneva 
convention which -would ban 
production, stockpiling and use 
of chemical weapons. Officials in 
Geneva expect the accord to be 
ready within two years. 

Later in the day. Baker arrived 
in Sofia for talks with new Bul- 
garian leaders. 

He was met at the airport by 
his Bulgarian counterpart Boiko 
Dimitrov, the Bulgarian news 
agency BTA said. 

In Moscow a separate 
statement on Baker's visit repor- 
ted progress on several technical 
but vital issues that have been 
holding up a Strategic Arms 
Reduction Treaty (Start) aimed 
at halving superpower arsenals 
of long-range missiles and bom- 
bers. 

It said Moscow and Washing- 
ton were resolved to settle all 
major issues by the June summit 
"in order to allow signature of 
the treaty by the end of the year.” 

A senior US arms negotiator 
said the Moscow talks had 
"broken the back of the Stan 
agreement There is no question 
in my mind that we will have a 
Start agreement and we will meet 
the President's (Bush's) targets." 

Start negotiators in Geneva 
are already agreed each side 
should have a maximum 6,000 
warheads aboard no more than 
1 .600 delivery vehicles. 

The progress reported at Bak- 
er's Moscow talks with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze included: 

■ AU issues on air-launched 
cruise missiles (ALCMS) were 

, agreed except the range defini- 
tion, where the United States has 
wanted above 1,500 km (930 
miles) and the Soviet Union 
above 600 km (375 miles). This 
suggested the two sides bad 
agreed on how to determine how 
many ALCMS a bomber was 
carrying.

weapons (CW) agreement “including ... the destruction of the bulk of

“They will proceed with the objective of completing and signing such 
an agreement at the June 1990 summit meeting” between US President 
George Bush and Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev, it said. 

Baker said the deal closely mirrored a proposal by Bush last year that 
both sides destroy 80 per cent of tbetr stockpiles immediately and later 
destroy all but one or two per cent after a 40-nation convention is 
concluded in Geneva.

Factory may be owned 

MOSCOW, Feb 10.(AP): Theplatfonn of changes approved by the Communist 
Party leadership this week indudes accepting private ownership of factories, 
says a top aide to President Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Although small-scale private enterprise already ispernutted, allowing private 
factories would be a major break from Marxist doctrine in place since the 191 7 
Bolshevik revolution. 

The aide, Nikolai Petrakov. also said in an interview with the official news 
ag&ney Tass that he personally favours denarionahsing state businesses and the 
possibility of allowing foreign firms to buy stock in Soviet ente r p rise s. 

He said the economic section of the platform is based on “many forms of 
ownership of the means of production and other firings, including co-operative 
andwdividual property."

Sofia party faces challenge 

Three quit leadership 


SOFIA. Feb. 10. (AP): The ruling 
Communist Party suffered another 
setback yesterday when three refor- 
mers announced they had quit the 
party leadership, a week after bring 
elected to the newly created Supreme 
Council. 

The state news agency BTA repor- 
ted that all three representatives of 
the Alternative Socialist Organisa- 
tion. a reformist faction within the 
party, had left the 153-member 
Supreme Council. 

They were identified as Koprinka 
Chervenkova, Kiril Vassflev and 
Ivan Nikolov. 

The resignations thwarted efforts 
to give the parry a more progressive 
public image, and it now laces an 
even graver challenge. 

Nikolai Vassilev, leader of ASO 
and Kiril Vassilev’s son. oo Wednes- 
day told the Associated Press he 
expected two- thirds of delegates to 


an ASO congress on Feb 1 1 to vote to 
leave the Communist party and 
reform along social democratic lines 
as an alternative Socialist Party. 

During a four-day party congress 
ending last Friday, new party chief 
Alexander IHov and other officials 
said the party was embarking on a 
road of “socialist democracy." 

Word of the resignations came 
only a day after Bulgaria’s new 
Premier Andrei Lukanov presented 
to Parliament the country's first all- 
communist government, admitting 
failure to convince the democratic 
opposition to join it. 

The agrarian party, for decades a 
docile ally of the communists in the 
cabinet, refused to take part in Luk- 
anov’s government, saying it would 
not make sense to be in a “govern- 
ment of national concord ” that does 
not include the opposition. 

The three reformers had all been 


nominated by the party congress for 
the Supreme Council but failed to get 
enough votes for membership in the 
body, originally limited to 13 1 mem- 
bers. 

In a compromise solution designed 
to include reformers in party leader- 
ship. the Supreme Council was 
expanded. 

Twenty-two members were added, 
including Chervenkova, Vassilev 
and Nikolov, without excluding oth- 
ers ranked ahead of them on a list of 
potential candidates. 

Chervenkova announced her 
resignation Feb 6, while the other 
two said they were stepping down 
yesterday in a declaration published 

in ibe Communist Parry daily Rabot- 
nichesko Ddo. 

BTA said their statement 
“categorically objects to" the “cadre 
compromise” made inexps ading the 
Supreme Council.

BUCHAREST. Feb 10. (AP): 
Romania's embattled chief of 
broadcasting said today he was 
resigning because of intensifying 
“political conflicts" over the 
freedom of state-run television. 

Opposition members have 
accused the revolutionary gover- 
nment of using TV as a political 
weapon. It has been one of the 
key issues as Romania prepares 
for its first free multiparty elec- 
tions since World War II. 

Broadcasting chief Aurel 
Dragos Munteanu said his goal 
had been to promote freedom of 
information, and he worried that 
Romanians had been so 
poisoned by the legacy of com- 
munist dictator * Nicolae 
Ceausescu that they looked for 
“betrayal and hatred” in every 
word, even those spoken sin- 
cerely. 

On Jan 29, Munteanu resigned 
as chief spokesman of the ruling 
council of the National Salvation 
Front in response to criticism by 
the opposition. 

But almost daily demonstra- 
tions outside broadcasting 
headquarters since then also 
demanded his resignation as 
president of Romanian radio 
and television, saying he had too 
many ties to the Front, which has 
decided to contest the elections in 
May. 

Protesters demanded that the 
freedom won during December’s 
revolution which toppled 
Ceausescu be transferred to the 
TV screen. 

Munteanu's letter of resigna- 
tion, published today on the 
front page of major newspapers, 
drew bigger headlines than 
Friday's first meeting of the new 
council of national unity, which 
mil run Romania until elections. 


In whai was billed as 
the first democratically made 
decision in 40 years, the new 
council of national unity had 
agreed to expand from 180 to 259 
members to provide a broad base 
foT the new interim government. 

The outgoing National Salva- 
tion Front agreed to the coalition 
government after protests of its 
decision to field candidates in the 
election. The Front, which 
included many communist party 
veterans, had ruled without 
opposition participation. 

The consensus to increase the 
new body’s membership came 
after more than four hours of 
debate at the former national 
assembly building. 

Interim President Ion lliescu, 
who led the outgoing Front’s rul- 
ing council, presided over the 
meeting. Election of the new 

put off? with lliescu ^a^trong 
favourite. 

“This first meeting, which was 
quite heated, led to- consensus 
and a final list of council mem- 
bers,” lliescu said at the end of 
the 7 1-2-hour session. 

I An earlier decision to increase 
the council to 241 members was 
expanded to given even greater 
representation. 

The assembly building is being 
used for the first time since the 
uprising against Ceausescu, who 
was overthrown Dec 22 and 
executed three days later. The 
council agreed to meet again 
Tuesday. 

The first four hours of debate 
Friday centered on whether nine 
new parties registered in the last 
week should be given seats and 
on questions regarding the seat- 
ing of ethnic groups.

Laying bread on table will be a difficult job for East Europe 


A lot of personal sacrifice and Western aid required to make reforms work 


FRANKFURT, West Germany, Feb 10, 
(AP): In Eastern Europe, ideology has once 
again come face-to-face with hard reality. 
Making a revolution is often easier than ful- 
filling its goals. 

After overthrowing four decades of rigid 
communist rule, the people of Eastern Europe 
are facing enormous problems. 

The years of centrally planned systems and 
communist mismanagement have left East 
European economies i n such ruins that a lot of 
help from the West and plenty of sacrifices of 
their own will be necessary before the coun- 
tries can stand on their own. 

While the problems are gigantic and many 
people are pessimistic, the pro-democracy 
drive received a tremendous boost when com- 
munist leaders in the Soviet Union on Wed- 
nesday endorsed President Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's proposal that the party give up its 
monopoly on power. 

The decision closed a circle that began with 
Gorbachev's reform policies of glasnost and 
perestroika, allowing East European coun- 
tries to go their own way. 

But it will lake years before their economies 
are sound and competitive. During the adjust- 


ment to a free- market system, the govern- 
ments will have to deal with unemployment, 
bankruptcies, inflation and massive debts, 
even an atrophied work ethic. 

Experts say the environmental problems in 
several East European countries are border- 
ing on catastrophe and will take years and 
billions of dollars to clean up. ' 

An accelerating exodus of skilled workers 
averaging about 1.800 a day. strikes and 
absenteeism are driving East Germany to the 
brink of economic collapse. 

More than 400,000 East Germans have 
resettled in West Germany in a year. West 
Germany, struggling to cope with the rate of 
new arrivals, has been forced to step in to try 
to bail out the faltering neighbour with 
infusion of aid and plans for a quick monetary 
union. Unification may come faster than 
anyone anticipated. 

Poland owes S40 billion to Western 
creditors, Hungary and Yugoslavia about 
S20 billion each. Yugoslavia's inflation rates 
is more than 1 ,500 per cent annually. 

Solidarity Union leader Lech Walesa ackn- 
owledges the shock-therapy plan to tame the 
inflation and transform Poland inlo a free- 


market economy is painful and says it needs a 
lotofWestemaid. 

"We are like a car with four wheels running 
in different directions, moving fast but slip- 
ping backward. Nothing can be done from 
inside the car,” Walesa told a reporter in 
Gdansk recently. 

Poland was the forerunner in 1 the 
democratic transformation when it b ecame 
the first East European country to get a non- 
communist government. In 1990, many eyes 
will be on Poland again to see how much 
progress it makes toward economic recovery. 

The plan, which went into effect on Jan I , 
decontrolled prices, foreign exchange and 
centrally allocated industrial inputs. It is 
based on a restrictive budget policy designed 
to bringdown inflation within six months and 
is coupled with a tight wage policy. 

It is the most radical, daring economic 
reform programme ever attempted in Eastern 
Europe. 

Yugoslavia’s similar plan includes a six- 
montb wage freeze, strict monetary controls, 
closing down of unprofitable companies and 
liberalised imports to provide more competi- 
tion to domestic industries. The dinar was 


made convertible at a fixed rate to the West 
German mark. 

Both Poland Yugoslavia were advised on 
their programmes by Jeffrey Sachs, a profes- 
sor of economics at Harvard University, one 
of the mosL prestigious colleges in the United 
States. 

Although the wage freeze already has trig- 
gered a fresh wave of strikes in Yugoslavia, 
Sachs predicts the work stoppages will 
gradually cease as cheaper imports bring 
down domestic prices. 

The political focus will be on free elections 
that are scheduled throughout the region this 
year. 

Also, Poland and Czechoslovakia have 
asked the Soviets to withdraw their troops, 
and Budapest has requested an accelerated 
pace of the pullout from Hungary. 

Free parliamentary elections are scheduled 
in East Germany, Hungary, Romania and 
Czechoslovakia, and local elections in Poland 
are expected lo be moved up to ApriL 

In the Soviet Union, all 15 republics will 
hold local elections that will offer a choice of 
candidates. Bulgaria also is expected to hold 
free elections although the date has not been 


fixed. 

In non-aligned Yugoslavia, the commun- 
ists are expected to compete with other groups 
in parliamentary elections that could take 
place as early as April. 

Although it broke away from the Soviet 
bloc in 1948 and for years followed its own 
model of more liberal communism, 
Yugoslavia has fallen behind in the pace of 
political reforms going on in other East 
European countries. 

Like the Soviet Union, Yugoslavia is a 
country with a delicate ethnic balance and 
different republics where nationlist feelings 
could jeopardise the transition to democracy . 

The Baltic states in the Soviet Union are 
pushing for independence, strong nationalist 
movements have emerged in the republics of 
Georgia, Armenia, Azerbaijan and Mol- 
davia, which borders Romania. 

The western-most Yugoslav republic of 
Slovenia also is toying with secession and its 
communists have broken away from die 
national party organisation after a deep split 
between reformers and hardliners. 

A 10-year drive for more autonomy by 


Yugoslavia's etiinic Albanians, most of them 
Muslims, in the southern province of Kosovo 
exploded in another round of violence at the 
end of January that killed nearly 30 people. 

Neighbouring Albania remains the last 
bastion of Stalinism in Eastern Europe, but is 
showing cautious signs of emerging from its 
self-imposed isolation. Reports in Yugoslav 
and Greek newspapers of recent disturbances 
in Albania have been strongly denied by 
Tirana. 

Thousands of Bulgarians have demon- 
strated against restoring the rights of Muslim 
ethnic Turks. 

Such outbreaks of nationalism and ethnic 
fighting are reviving fears of instability that 
once made the Balkans the powder keg of 
Europe. They could sap the energies needed 
for an orderly transition to democracy and 
take precious time away from pressing econ- 
omic problems.

However, he praised the co-operation evidenced 
by the Director-General of Kuwait Mundpality, 
Sheikh Sabah Jaber Al Ali to merchants, par- 
ticularly towards the revision of regulations govern- 
ing the foodstuff trade. 

Meanwhile, Buaiian, disclosed that the joint com- 
mittee consisting of representatives from his union 
and the Co-operative Societies Union which had 
been formed to study the profit margin had achieved 
no results, although the committee had been formed 
a year and half ago. 

Grievances 

He called on the Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry to intervene and caned the decision organ- 
ising licences at Al Ardiya Area. 

Meanwhile, Saqer told the delegation that the 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry does realise 
the union’s grievances and that the joint economic 
committee adopted by the state had included the 


official said. 

He added that the sector was growing, but with- 
out any serious attempts to integration and co- 
ordinate activities with other economic sectors in 
the country. This will eventually result in adverse 
effects on the national commercial and industrial 
sectors and affect fair competition in general.

He referred that the proposed committee should 
group representatives from the Ministry of Social 
Affairs and Labour, the Chamber of 1 Commerce and 
Industry, Co-operative Societies Union and the 
Foodstuff Merchants and Manufacturers Union.

Illegal aliens jailed 


THE criminal court has sentenced two men and a third in 
abstentia to three months in jail with hard labour and subsequent 
deportation and to collective customs fine of KD450. 

The court heard that the two present suspects were caught by a 
police patrol trying to drive out of the country in a car which had 
stolen Kuwaiti number plates. 

The suspects admitted to having entered the country by car 
illegally carrying bn board 25 sheep heads to sell in Kuwait and to 
buy electronic equipment with the money and sneak back oat of 
the country. 

The suspects had no passports and admitted that the car 
belonged to the third man who sneaked out from Kuwait on the 
same day of their arrest, and that the second man offered money 
to thecar driver to get him in and outof Kuwait to visit his family. 
The suspect had on an earlier occasion sneaked in and out of the 
country even though be didn’t have a passport. 

KUWAIT Criminal Court sentenced seven men to (Efferent 
imprisonment terms ranging from two and ten years with hard 
labour in addition to fining six of the convicts KD 1,000 on the 
charge of smuggling and trafficking in liquor. The convicts were 
also charged with possessing three shotguns and ammunition. 

Security men were able to locate one of the convicts and struck 
a deal with him to buy three bottles of whiskey. After the convict 
was arrested he guided security men to the rest of the convicts and 
the place where the contraband was hidden. Security men then 
obtained permission to search a shed located in OqaiUya area and 
found 23 cartons of whiskey along with three shotguns and 
ammunition. The convicts were arrested and taken to the police 
station after confessing to their crime. 


Airline passengers increase 


AIRLINE traffic at Kuwait international Airport 
registered an increase m 1989 compared to 1988, 
according to the annual statistical report of the 
airport and added that the report anticipated a 
boost in movement during 1990 to exceed 3 million 
passengers. 

The increase in airline movement came about as a 
result of permitting additional airline companies to 
operate and the increase in journeys on some sec- 
tors.

In 1989, passengers arriving registered 140,066 
an increase of five per cent over 1 988. Departures 
totalled 1,421.465 registering a four per cent 
increase over the same period. 

Sixty per cent of passenger traffic is from and to 
Arab states with a total of 1,746,479. Second place 
went to passengers from Asian countries with a total 
. of 675,813 or constituting 23 per cent. A total of 
452,132 passengers travelled the Europe/USA sec- 
tor. 


A LOCAL daily has.interviewed 
a number of residents in 
Rumaithiya who have com- 
plained of the different incon- 
veniences that their residential 
area suffered from, varying bet- 
ween fluctuating co-op prices, 
lack, of landscape services, 
presence of construction debris 
and others. 

Nabil Al Fayez said that the 
level of cleanliness differed frbm 
one block to another, which was 
attributable to the attention paid 
by the residents of each and every 
block to this matter at their own 
block only. 

He elaborated that some . 
would dump their garbage at 
convenient times before the 
refuse-collecting municipal 
truck came to gather the garbage, 
while others cared less about 
dumping refuse in time for 
regular collection. 

Khaled Mohammad said that 
the existing prices at the local co- 
op were OK, but they tend to 
vary considerably and noticea- 
bly from one branch .to another, 
adding that the Shamiya Co-op 
had the lowest-priced com- 
modities, which was ascribed to 
the attention of the society’s 
board of directors, which paid ' 
special attention to making con- 
sumer commodities available at 
the cheapest possible prices. 

He pointed out that the area 
was clearly under-landscaped, 
however the remarkable atten- 
tion by families to private front- 
houx gardens was the only sign 
of natural beauty available. 


He said that youths were -a 
regular public nuisance for they 
stayed outdoors late, littered 
streets, smeared walls with scrib- 
bles and doodles, some stole cars 
and shoplifted, while others 
harassed girls; all because of the 
insufficient police patrols 
deployed in the area. 


Library 

He also said that there was 
only one publiclibrary in the area 
that provided exclusive services 
to women, which was a commen- 
dable feature, however the area ' 
requires a similar, larger library 
for men where youths could read 
and spend thier time usefully. 

Abdullah Al Rashed said that 
the area had an urgent need for a 
number of vital facilities and 
services, such as the overnight 
operation of the local clinic 
which closed at ten forcing 
families to seek medical attention 
at hospitals or clinics in different 
locations, which mostly were 
located far away and consequen- 
tly is inconvenient for residents. 

He pointed out that garbage 
littered the streets, and the 
reason was the failure of cleaning 
staff to collect all garbage, which 
they picked up some and left 
some, which called for regular 
supervision of their services. 

He also said that vandalism is 
currently in fashion in the area, 
where youths would deliberately 
. break light bulbs, and these acts 
wo id d quite often happen at mid- 
night as few, if any, police patrols 
would show up in the area, and

this was the result of youths spen- 
ding too much time outdoor 
gathering and messing about 

irresponsibly. 

Hasan Abdullah said that 
residents of Mock No. 19 suf- 
fered the absence of a big local 
co-on branch, although this 
block was densely-populated. 
The existing branch is small and 
can hardly meet the demands of 
this block. 

He said that the area also 
requires entertainment services 
and was short of trees and 
vegetation, where families could 
freely practise walking or even 
play sports. 

Abdul Nabi AI Sahhaf said 
that the most prominent incon- 
venience in the area was the fact 
that Rumaithiya had only two 
exits to the main road, one stood 
in the direction of Fahaheel and . 
the other led downtown. 

He said that streets were 
under-lit, auto-thefts becoming 
increasingly frequent, medical 
services hardly adequate to go 
round and areas visibly lacking 
greenery. . 

He urged the authorities at the 
Ministry of Public Health to do 
something about the common 
crowding at the local duties and 
the early-dosing of this vital 
facility. 

He stressed the need for 
increasing the police patrols in 
the area to put an end to irres- 
ponsible youth and frequent acts 
of public vandalism, adding that 
entertainment facilities and 
youth centres were inadequate.

The Organisation of Islamic 
Conference, based in the neigh- 
bouring city of Jeddah, had 
already condemned the 

increased emigration flow. 

Its secretary-general Hamid 
AI Gabid said a campaign is 
being launched for international 
pressure to stem the flow. 

At the same time Kuwaiti 
Amir Sheikh Jaber AI Ahmed AI 
Sabah, who is the president of 
OIC, arrived in Muscat for con- 
sultations with Sultan Qaboos of 
Oman. 

Official sources, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said 
that the Soviet-Jewish emigra- 
tion to Israel would be one of the ' 
main topics of tire talks. 

Qaboos is the current chair- 
man of the six-nation Gulf Co- 
operation Council which also 
includes Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

In a recent message, the Amir 
of Kuwait criticised both the 
Soviet Union and the United 
Stales for allowing increased 
■ Jewish emigration to Israel. 

There has been a furore in the 
Arab and Islamic world since 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said earlier this month 
that he expected hundreds of 
thousands of Soviet Jewish to 
settle in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip.

During a press conference, 
Nukhaflan said that 85 research 
papers from Egypt, Syria, Bagh- 
dad.

co-ordinator of the conference 
. said that the mam objective of the 
conference is to explore new 
developments in pharmaceutical 
and biomedical fields, and 
exchange ideas and other infor- 
mation. 

He added that during the ses- 
sion many topics wifi be discus- 
sed such as analytic phar- 
maceutical chemistry, phar- 
maceutical services, clinical 
pharmacology, and phar- 
maceutical technology and 
medical plants. Also another 
paper will submit a proposal to 
establish a faculty of phar- 
macology in Kuwait. 

Another co-ordinator of the 
conference. Dr Ahmed Baqer 
oke about the development of 
pnarmaceutical services in 
Kuwait including clinical phar- 
macology, pharmaceutical infor- 
mation centres such as a poison 
centre. He called for another law- 
to organise this profession. 

Dr Abdulla Deiab a co-ordin- 
ator at the conference said that 
the budget of the Kuwait Com- 
pany for Pharmaceutical Indus- 
tries increased from KD16 
million to KD22 million. 

He also praised the efforts of 
Kuwait University pharmacists 
for their role in setting up the 
faculty of pharmacology in 
Kuwait in 1993. 

Dr Kharas commented on the 
importance of haying a govern- 
ment body - to inspect inter- 
national pharmaceutical com- 
panies that export to Kuwait 
He regretted the non- 
implementation of the 1985 law 
for pricing drugs in Kuwait . 

Dr Saleh AI Abbad the 
treasurer of KPA criticised the 
commercial oriented attitude of 
some private pharmacies in. han- 
dling drugs. “They only care 
purely for commercial matters,” 
he added.

pharmacological services depar- 
tment at the health ministry Dr 
Abdulla Assad has said that the 
ministry wifi announce the list of 
unified prices for drugs atprivate 
pharmacies In a few weeks. The 
unified prices of drugs will 
protect the public from dif- 
ference in prices of pharmacies 
besides protecting importers and 
owners of the pharmacies. He 
added that the health ministry 
suffers a 10 per cent shortage in 
pharmacists and 30 per cent in 
assistants. This problem is being 
solved by re-distribution of phar- 
macists and their assistants over 
health centres and hospitals 
according to size of work. 

There are 385 pharmacists 
including 46 Kuwaitis working 
in the ministry beside 14 others 
under training. There are also 
380 assistants including 80 
Kuwaitis, Assad said. He added 
that the ministry null not be able 
to meet the shortage in pharma- 
cists and their assistants before 
the establishment of the faculty 
of pharmacology. The existence 
of the faculty will develop phar- 
macological services in the state, 
he said. 

Assad pointed out that the 
ministry has completed recently 
a study on a new charter for< 
regulations of appointment of 
pharmacists ana assistants as 
well as their training systems. 

The new charter is expected to 
be applied within the next few 
weeks. He criticised the bad 
situation of pharmacists in the 
government sector. The officials 
of the ministry are requested to 
improve their financial and 
moral situation besides offering 
some facilities like allowing 
Kuwaiti pharmacists to work in 
private pharmacies. 


Kharas co-ordinator 

He added that the ministry is 
uying to develop performance of 
pharmacists to mate them baric 
members of the medical team. 
There are great differences 
among standards of pharmacists 
in Kuwait because they come 
from different faculties and 
countries in the world. Assad 
said that the ministry has begun a 
new service called the bed-phar- 
macological service at hospitals 
and health centres. There are 35 
pharmacists performing this 
service at different hospitals. 20 
.more pharmacists are being 
trained in the same service, he 

Assad pointed out that Minis- 
try of Public Health spent about 
KDI4 million on drugs and dif- 
ferent medical materials. He 
added that 20 per cent of these 
drugs and materials are wasted 
every year without being used 
because it is offered to patients 
free of charge. 

He added that patients, doc- 
tors, nurses, pharmacists and 
workers at hospitals and health 
centres bear the responsibility of 
this waste. But he added that this 
percentage of wasted drugs is 
similar to percentages in the 
advanced countries althong 

Pharmacists at hospitals and 
health centres should improve 
the storage system to reduce 
damage. Patients should also use 
and take medicine in the best way 
and according to the determined 
instructions, Assad said. 

He pointed out that the minis- 
try has issued about 16,718,400 
medical prescriptions and 
930,116 litres of phar- 
macological preparations m all 
health areas during 1989. 


17,800 visit 
visas issued 
in January: 
statistics 

MORE visit visas were issued for 
expatriate viators during last 
month, exceeding by over 3,000 
the number issued in December 
last year. A release issued by the 
Interior Ministry said that the 
four immigration departments 
issued in January about 17,800 
visit visas, over 3,000 more than 
the previous month and almost 6 
times more than the number 
issued in November, 1989. There 
was a slight increase in business 
visas but a noticeable increase 
was registered in family visit 
visas. 

In December slightly over 
6,000 business visas were issued 
while in January, 7,258 business 
visas. Fam&y'Vistt visas shot up 
by about 2,000 in January over 
that of December last year. Over 
10,177 family visit visas were 
issued in January against slightly 
over 8,000 in December. In addi- 
tion, there were 301 government 
visit visas and 49 others for 
medical treatment 
The release said that the new 
residences granted during Jan- 
uary were almost double of those 
cancelled, 12,942 new residences 
were granted while 6,559 residen- 
ces were cancelled during Jan- 
uary. In addition, over 30,000 
residences were renewed and 785 
temporary residences granted. 
The release added that 5,360 
residences were transferred from 
present sponsors to new ones 
during the samemonth and 1,128 
new files for new sponsors were 
opened by tbefowgqvernontfes-' - 
Concerning work, permits 
I ' issued in the same month, the 
release said that 8363 work per- 
mits were issued, almost the same 
the number issued in the previous 
month of December last year. 
But, the bulk oftheworkpennits 
still went to maids with 6,816 
permits. However, there was a 
good increase in the number of 
work permits issued for private 
sector employees. 945 work per- 
mits were issued for private sec- 
tor labourers during January 
against about 600 issued the 
previous month. In addition, 529 
dependent permits were issued 
for family joining. 


DURING the past few years, the 
trusting nature of Kuwaitis so 
much in evidence over the cen- 
turies was shattered as thousands 
of individuals fell prey to dud 
cheques contributing to many of 
them loosing their entire future. 
Strangely, the number of those 
who still become victims is 
increasing weekly and this phen- 
omenon has led to the deteriora- 
tion of the economical structure 
for hundreds of establishments. 

While till the recent past, com- 
mercial enterprises and financial 
transactions «*ng p gad in mainly 
by males, presently females have 
invaded the arena of business 
and some have been sentenced to 
jail terms in accordance with 
stria implementation of the law 
for issuing dud cheques. 

Those sentenced to prison 
terms, both males and females, 
succumbed to greed for quick 
profits without taking into con- 
sideration market conditions 
and the availability of financial 
opportunities. 

The basic trust of the Kuwaiti 
community having been broken, 
h has had a direct reflection on 
the basis of commercial dealings 
and has resulted in a downturn of 
business. Credit nowadays is a 
thing of the past, according to 
one businessman. 

Most individ uals interviewed 
jointly said that dud cheques are 
mostly caused by inexperienced 
individuals who have entered the 
commercial market. They added 
that such individuals are 
products of a consumer society in 
which they have been taught and 
raised on the facade of American 
films. These films depict “the rat 
race” where every individual is 
clamouring to achieve a “quick 
buck,” with the least effort, and 
irrespective of the consequences 


tohisfellowmen. 

The equation here is. who is 
responsible for this problem? 
Evidently, we cannot say that the 
law did not face up to the 
problem ofdud cheques, because 
harsh punishments have been 
meted out to violators. 

Abdul Aziz Taher, a lawyer 
stated that one of the dangerous 
offshoots of the dud cheques 
phenomenon has been the 
encouragement of establishing 
or individual loan companies 
which make loans available at 
high interest rates. This com- 
pounds the issue as the borrower 
is put still further in the red. 
Another “aide-effect" is it offers 
a tempting proposition to take ’ 
loans at inflated interest rates 
and utilise the funds in a “last- 
ditch” effort to recoup losses. 
However, history has recorded 
that the majority of these 
“unfounded enterprises” floun- 
der and the individual is worse 
off than before. 

Others have accused banks of 
leaving businessmen with no 
alternatives, but to chance issu- 
ing cheques in the hopes that 
funds will ultimately be availa- 
ble, by not pro vidin g commercial 
facilities, or bank guarantees. 
Further, they said that banks are 
primarily at fault for issuing 
cheque books without undertak- 
ing adequate screening measures 
as to the credit-worthiness and 
enterpreneurship of the 
proposed account holder. 

Some others said that living in 
a society winch worships rich- 
ness bad prompted many 
individuals to five over their fin- 
ancial capabilities. 

A financial expert said that the 
reduction of oil revenues in 
recent years had to some extent 
contributed to the events leading 


Special dept, 
for juveniles 
to be set up 

THE director of Juveniles Police 
epartment Lieutenant Colonel 
Mohammed AI Saad was quoted 
as saying that the estab lishmen t 
ofo special police department for 
juveniles is aimed at rehabilita- 
tion. 

In an interview with AI Dak- 
hliya magazine the -official said 
that the word “prison” for juven- 
iles has been cancelled and was 
substituted by “Juveniles Care 
Houses”. He said this action was 
taken in the wake of enacting the 
juveniles law. 

Meanwhile, the official said 
that the juveniles were commit- 
ting an average of seven crimes 
daily in the country. He said that 
the relevant statistics of 1987 dis- 
closed that there were 2, 1 94 cases 
committed by 2,925 juveniles. In 

1988 there were 2363 cases with 
2379 juveniles accused and in 

1989 there were about 2,520 
cases committed by 3368 juven- 
iles. 



(o ihe issuance of dud cheques. 
However, he said that the overall 
balance of payments has been 
negative only in 1983, when sub- 
stantial private sector capital 
outflows exceeded a S5.2bn 
current account surplus by 
almost SI billion. 

Despite the positive national 
figures, dud cheques issuance has 
continued unabated, because the 
crash of the unofficial Souk AI 
Manakh stock market in 1982 
had left behind a mountain of 
debts that is just now being 
redressed. 

The problem raises from the 
nature of bank credit in Kuwait, 
which has been predominantly 
based on “name” lending. Before 
1982. when oil revenues and high 
government spending boosted 
the economy, banks could rely 
on repayment ofloans with little 
checking of borrowers’ financial 
status that is normal banking 
practice. 

An economist said that he 
agrees with government auth- 
orities when they said that the 
spiralling growth in government 
spending must be brought under 
control and termed it "as a brave 
political decision at the time 
when many are calling for the 
government to spend its way out 
of the recession. 

He hoped that the population 
will eschew the concepts and 
determination of the govern- 
ment in balancing their budgets 
and in time, he said, he hoped 
that the “scars” of the bad 
cheques will completely disap- 
pear, giving way for renewed 
confidence in the basic honesty 
and trust of the Kuwaiti 
individual and contribute 
inevitably to a return of the 
traditional way ofdoingbusiness 
in Kuwait.

Unification gathers momentum 


“EVENTS in Europe are moving so fast that we 
policy-makers can’t keep up with them,” one of the 
leading American foreign policy-makers told me 
this week. "On top of it, it is often hard to determine 
wbatvarious European policy-makers really want,” 
he added with a certain sense of despair. 

The i nderision here is primarily due to what has 
become the toughest and most controversial ques- 
tion: the reunification of Germany. It is reinforced 
by the inderision in Bonn where the policy-makers 
cannot make up their mind whether they want 
Germany to remain the key member in Nato and in 
the European Economic Community, or whether a 
looser relationship to the two organisations would 
be preferable.

. Unification 

Bui now, that German unification has grown into 
the central issue at such speed and with such 
momentum, nobody dares anymore to oppose it. 
The big question now is not anymore “whether” but 
“how”. And in this respect opinions vary sharply. 
Chancellor Kohl has reassured the West that he 
wants Germany to remain in Nato and in the EEC. 
But how does he want to overcome or reconcile the 
addition of East Germany? 

The simplest solution would be to indude a 
unified Germany in Nato. Neither the US nor the 
European allies would seriously object to this solu- 
tion. But the Soviets object to it and so do most East 
Germans. From Moscow’ s viewpoint it would move 
the Western front too far east. The East German 
Prime Minister, Hans Modrow, proposed instead 
the neutralisation of the whole of a unified Ger- 
many. That has been rejected by Kohl and would 
not be acceptable to the United States. Further- 
more, what makes this proposal unrealistic is the 
fact that it is relatively easy to neutralise a small 
country, such as Switze rl and or Sweden, but not a 

major power as would be a unified Germany. 

The West German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher s ugge sted that a reunited Ger- 
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problem could be pernicious.” His Foreign Minister 
Shevardnadze, also indicated that Sovietopposition 
to reunification was still alive when he suggested 
that an international referendum beheld assuming, 
most probably, that the vote would go against 
reunification. The idea of such a referendum has

One thing is certain:Nato without Germany does 
not make any sense aini would lead to the disintegra- 
tion of the alliance which is the key to United States 
participation in the defence of Europe, or, to put it 
more broadly, to an American presence in Europe. 
The Western allies certainly want to make sure that 
the US remains committed to Europe, that this link, 
not be seriously weakened for at least another ten 
years, for once cut off, it would be very had to restore 
it in fiiture.

"This type of 
grenade is not available in any Middle East country except Israel,” A1 Ahram said. 

The newspaper quoted an unnamed official of the Interior Ministry, which is responsible for internal 
security, for the report. 

The official told A1 Abram last Sunday’s assault, in which two gunmen believed to be Palestinians raked 
the bus with automatic fire and hand grenades, was patterned after a March 1988 attack on a bus near 
Beersheba, Israel.

But be also said that another venue 
outside the United States was not to 
be excluded. 

The tripartite meeting was 
proposed by US Secretary of State 
James Baker to pave the way for a 
direct, Palestinian-Israeli peace 
dialogue. 

Preparations for the meeting have 
taken months as the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation insists on 
naming the members of the Palestin- 
ian delegation. 

A circulated suggestion was that 
the recent at tack on the Israeli tourist 
bus in Egypt, in which tune were 
killed audio injured, had derailed a 
tentative plan for the three ministers 
to meet this weekend in Geneva, 
while Baker was in Europe for talks 
with his Soviet counterpart Eduard 
Shevardnadze.

LARNACA, Feb 10, (AP): 
Nearly 500 refugees fleeing the 
fighting in Lebanon between 
rival Christian forces arrived in 
Lamaca today aboard a ferry, 
the first to reach Lebanon in a- 
week. and one said: "It was hell." 

The blue and white sunny boat 
steamed into I^rnaca on the 
south coast of Cyprus after a 
nine-hour, 100-mile (160 km) 
overnight voyage from Jounieh, 

1 0 miles (1 7 kms) north ofBeiruL 
It sailed for the embattled Chr- 
istian sector Friday after a shaky 
ceasefire was declared between 
rebel Gen. Michel Aoun’s troops 
and the Lebanese Forces militia. 

Despite the truce, both sides 
clashed today and one of two 
British government officials 
aboard the ferry noted: "It’s far 
from over yeL" 

Many of the refugees came 
from Christian districts of East 
Beirut like Ashrafiyeh, which 
have been the scene of fierce bat- 
tles since the fighting erupted Jan 
30. 

Many bad huddled in 
basements and bomb shelters for 
days and used the ceasefire to 
make a run for it to Jounieh. 

■ "It's been terrible with all the 
fighting that raged around us," 
said Haia Habasih, a. middle-aged 
Christian woman accompanied 
by wo teenaged children. 

“It was hell,” lamented Nawaz 
Ephraim, 19, wbo was accom- 
panying his mother and two 
younger sisters. 

“It was very dangerous during 
the fighting. Gunmen moved 
from house to house during the 
street fighting. They took no 
notice of the people living in the 
houses," he said. 

“Sometimes they used the 
presence of non-combatants in

Zaire President emerges as new mediator in Sudan civil war 


KHARTOUM, Feb 10, (Reuter): Zaire is 
emerging as chief mediator in Sudan's dvit 
war amid signs that Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak is reluctant to continue 
peace -efforts, diplomats said today. 

They said any peace talks between 
Khartoum's military junta and the Sudan 
Peoples' Liberation Army (SPLA) were 
likely to beheld in Zaire under the auspices 
of President Mobutu Sese Seko. 

Mubarak, current chairman of the 
Organisation of African Unity, has m 
recent months become increasingly frus- 
trated at the slow pace of negotiations.

Two rounds of talks between the SPLA 
and the junta, which seized power last 
June, have collapsed. The two sides recen- 
tly resumed fighting in southern Sudan. 

Several junta members have recently 
said the third round of peace talks would 
be held in Cairo under Mubarak's ausp- 
ices. But state Radio Omdunuan said 
today that Mubarak had asked Mobutu to 
mediate in the Sudanese conflict. 

U said Zaire’s Foreign Minister Nguza 
Karl-i-Bond was due to visit Khartoum 
soon 10 deliver a message from Mobutu to 


junta leader General Omar Hassan Al 
Bashir. 

The radio said SPLA leader Colonel 
John Garang met Mobutu in Zaire on Jan 
27. 

Egyptian Foreign Ministry sources said 
a Zairean official was recently in Cairo to 
deliver a letter from Mobutu to Mubarak. 

Diplomats say pro-Western Egypt is 
concerned about growing signs that some 
junta members subscribe to Islamic 
ideology and wants to distance itself from 
Bashir. 

Zaire is the only country bordering 


Sudan which has not accused by the junta 
of supporting the SPL A.

This 
declaration had a great impact on trading because the banks have 
deficits and the yearly distribution of dividends is a decision of the 
Central B ank of Kuwait and not a true reflection of financial 
positions.

NEW YORK, Feb 1 0, (UPI): A projected 1990 drop 
in US and Soviet oO output coupled with a rise in 
world demand will ease pressure on the Opec oil 
organisation to curb continuing overproduction, 
US ofl industry sources said yesterday. 

The world’s largest oil producer, the Soviet 
Union, announced Thursday that 1989 output 
averaged 12 I4mfllionbarrelsaday, 340,000 barrels 
below 1988 and the level Moscow had planned for 
1989. 

When coupled with the record 500,000 barrds-a- 
day drop in US output and the decline in North Sea 
production because of accidents, “close to 1.5 
miiliob barrels daily" wast aken out of the world 
supply, said Robert Ebel, international vice 
president of EnserchCorp., Washington, DC. 

Another source in a major US oil company closely 
monitoring world supply and demand forecast that 
Soviet production would drop another 300,000 
t barrels in 1,990 to 11.9 million barrels a day. 

Ebel a former US intelligence analyst who recen- 
tly returned from a trip to the Soviet Union, con- 
curred. “I wouldn't be surprised if Soviet output 
slipped to about 1 1 .8 million barrels daily,” he said. 


The Soviets would have to work very hard to 
m ai nt ai n the 1989 output level since they have 
shifted needed capital investment away from then- 
oil industry to consumer goods to allay growing 
public unrest in this age ofgjasnost, or openness, he 
said. 

Ebel estimated Soviet oil exports, which account 
for a major portion of its earnings of foreign hard 
currency, dropped 200.000 bands in 1989 to 3.9 i 
million 'barrels daily. 

The industry executives forecast that US domes- 
tic production would continue to decline in 1990, 
“although maybe not as much as 1989," Ebel said. 

Output of ' the 13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, which pumps 
about one-third of the world's ofl, was estimated to 
average 23.4 million banels-a-day in January, said 
the major oil company source, who asked to remain 
• unidentified. 

This is about 1.4 million bands above the 22 
mflfion-barrds output ceiling the organisation set 
for the first six months of 1990 in its late-Novembcr 
semiannual meeting.

Poland seeks debt payment freeze 


WARSAW,! Feb 10, (Reuter): 
Prime Minister Tadeusz Maz- 
owiecki has asked the Paris Qub 
to suspend Poland's debt 
repayments jn 1990 and find 
ways to freeze the $40-bfllion 
debt at its present level a govern- 
ment official ssid today. 

In a letter td the prime mini- 
sters of Poland's 17 Paris Qub 
creditor nations, Mazowiecki 
also asked the dub to seek a long- 
term solution at its next meeting 
that would significantly reduce 
Poland’s debt \ 

The Paris Club '.holds about 
S30 billion of the Polish debt. 

The official said Mazowiecki's 
letter pointed out that the debt 
problem was the mairiobstade to 
the success of the economic 
adjustment plan that the 


Solidarity-led government 
implemented on January 1 with 
the backing of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

It asked the dub for short- 
term measures to stop the debt ' 
growing: 

■ Postponement of capital and 
interest payments due in 1989 
and so far this year but not paid; 

■ Postponement of all other 
payments this year and; 

■ Action to freeze the growth of 
tiie debt caused by capitalisation 
of unpaid interest 

The three-page letter also 
asked the 17 countries to seek a 
long-term solution that would 
achieve a major reduction in 
Poland’s debt, the official said. 

Mazowiecki told the prime 
ministers his government very 


much wanted to be financially 
reliable over debts it incurred but 1 
pointed out that it had inherited 
most of the debt from previous 
communist governments. 

He suggested the creation of a 
working group within the Pans 
Club, with the participation of 
Poland and the collaboration of 
the IMF, to seek ways of reduc- 
ing Poland’s debt, the official 
added. 

According to government 
spokesman Zbigniew Augustyn- 
owicz, the letter asks that 
creditors: 

■ Permit Poland to suspend all 
payments, including interest and 
principal for 1989 and 1990. 

II Freeze the debt at its present

— ‘Tbe Government of India has recognised this 
Hefcd. Multinational oil companies have been invited 
to explore offshore blocks. Recently, 
encouragement has been given to Indian private 
sector companies to enter the field of oil exploration. 
Hindustan Oil Exploration Company Limited 
(Hoec) is the first such company formed to sup- 
plement the efforts of CNGC and OIL in oil and gas 
exploration.

Wall Street still faces some rocky moments 


NEW YORK, Feb 10, (AF): The US 
treasury auction monkey is off the 
stockmarket’s back, but many 
observers say Wall Street still faces 
some rocky moments as it tries to sus- 
tain a recovery from its Janhary lows. 

They warn of potential corporate' 
earnings shocks. Rising interest rates 
overseas may continue to make home- 
grown investments more attractive to 
foreigners. And weakness in the dollar 
could cut foreign demand here as well. 

On the plus side, they say inflation 
appears to be under control despite a 
strong increase in wholesale prices in 
January. The increase was blamed in 
large part on spikes in food and energy 


prices due to unusually cold weather. 

And they say that the slowing econ- 
omy may soon inspire declines in ' 
interest rates** that mil make stocks 
more attractive. 

In a word, analysts on both rides of- 
the fence say the next few weeks will be 
bumpy. 

“Getting the refunding behind us is 
positive for the market It takes away 
one of the negatives overhanging t he 
market,*' said Thomas Czech, chair- 
man of the investment committee at ' 
Blunt EUis and Loewi in Milwaukee. 

The refunding auction, which 
involved sales of $30 billion in new 
treasury notes and bonds, had been 


nervously awaited by the stock market. 

Traders feared that rising rates in 
Japan' and other countries would 
diminish the foreign appetite for 
treasury issues, forcing the government 
to offer even higher interest rates to sell 
aU of the new issues. 

But demand was strong for the three- 
year and 10-year notes, and even a 
lukewarm reception for the 30-year 
bonds didn't spoil the impression that 
the refunding had gone fairly well. 

Nonetheless, having the refunding 
but- of the way does not guarantee 
smooth sailing for either the stock or 
bond markets.

Yasushi Mieno has not ruled out 
an interest rate hike by his ins- 
titution aita parliamentary elec- 
tions axe held later this month, a 
Japanese Central Bank official 
told reporters Friday after 
Mieno met with Federal Reserve 
chairman Alan Greenspan. 

Speaking with journalists on 
condition of anonymity, the 
official told reporters that 
Mieno, who succeeded Satosbi ’ 
Sumita at the helm of the Japan- 
ese Central Bank Dec 16, 
“categorically*' denied a 
Washington consulting firm's 
report that he would notconsider 
a rate hike. 

The Japanese Central Bank 
chief met Greenspan and 
Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
Brady durum the day, Japanese 
sources confirmed. 

A Central Bank official, in 


Tokyo said Mieno was -in 
Washington for talks on mon- 
etary issues, including foreign 
exchange rate stabilisation 
efforts of the group of seven 
major industrial democracies. 

Buta Fed official said Mieno's 
sojourn was a simple “courtesy 
visit” during which there would 
be no official discussions or 
negotiations. 

Foreign exchange and other 
financial markets have been 
looking for signs of a Bank of 
Japan move tonike interest rates 
to boost the value of the yen ami 
in response to domestic 
inflationary pressures. Political 
considerations have ruled out a 
hike before the Feb 18 elections. 

The Japanese official said his 
government is closely watching 
trends such as a tightening 
labour supply, rising oil prices, 
an increasing money supply and 
escalating land prices. He ackn- 


owledged that a weak yen is put- 
ting upward pressure on import 
prices. 


Noting that Japan raised 
interest rates three times in 1989, 
most recently by a half a percen- 
tage point late last year, the 
official said Japan’s for now has 
taken a wait-and-see stance on 
mtererst rales. 


When the Group of Seven met 
in Washington in September it 
agreed to restrain the rise of the 
US dollar. Since then the West 
German mark has strengthened 
considerably against the dollar, 
for economic and political 
reasons, but the Japanese yen has 
remained relatively weak. 


The United States and Japan 
both would like to see the yen 
strengthen against the dollar. 
This would help redress the US 
trade deficit by making Japanese 


goods more expensive here and 
US goods cheaper in Japan. 

Financial analysts had 
speculated that Mieno and 
Greenspan might reach some 
agreement on how to reinforce 
the yen. 

Political uncertainty has sap- 
ped yen strength, as the stability 
of Japanese financial markets is 
closely tied to the fortunes of the 
ruling liberal Democratic Party, 
damaged by scandals.The gover- 
nment has resisted an interest 
rate hike, which could hurt it in 
the Feb 1 8 election. 

The Group of Seven leading 
industrial countries comprises 
the United States, Japan, West 
Germany, France, Britain, Italy 
and Canada. G-7 officials meet 
at intervals to co-ordinate econ- 
omic policies in order to main- 
tain the stability of «dump 
rates and world financial mark- 
ets.

Japan pledges 
loan to Hungary 


TOKYO, Feb 10, (UPI): Japan's 
Export-Import Bank said today 
it has agreed to provide a bank- 
to-bank loan worth 5 billion yen 
(S34.5 million) to National Bank 
of Hungary. 

The fund will be used by the 
Hungarian bank to finance 
import of capital goods from 
Japan, the go veramen t-fmanced 
bank said. 

The loan is part of a $400 
million trade insurance package 
pledged by Japanese Prime Mini- 
ster Toshiki Kaifu during his 
visit to Hungary last month, the 
bank said. 

In addition, Kaifu offered a 
total of $5 billion united loans to 
Hungary over the next three 
years to help promote the coun- 
try's economic development and 
reform. 

The Ex-lxn Bank provided a 
united loan of up to 8 billion yen 
($55.2 million) lo the Hungarian 
National Bank in May last year 
in co-financing with the World 
Bank.

(Chancellor Helmut) Kohl is anxious to be seen as 
the architect of German unity as elections approach 
in both Germanys,” said one diplomat. 

Western diplomats based in East Berlin said an 
unabating exodus of skilled workers to West Ger- 
many twinned with longstanding productivity shor- 
tcomings bad severely damaged the economy but 
not brought it to its knees. 

“We've fanned people around the country recen- 
tly and they found the stores open, people are 
buying. Supplies are short but we don't see any 
particular desperation,” one diplomat said. 


On Wednesday, Kohl's cabinet urged swift talks 
to set up a monetary union with East Germany, 
calling this an essential first step toward stimulating 
its economy and Hamming the deluge of migrants. 

On Friday, a senior Bonn government official, 
demanding anonymity, asserted that East Germany 
could go bankrupt soon and default on its $13- 
billion foreign debt. 

The East German government denied the report 
and Bonn's chief government spokesman knocked 
down the official's statement shortly afterward. 

Western diplomats agreed there was no evidence 
of an East German balance-of-payments emer- 
gency. 

They viewed the bankruptcy aUegation as a Bonn 
bid to steamroll East German reservations about 
currency union while not thinking through the 
potential for a backfire effect.

Cholesterol tests spur changes 


WASHINGTON, (UPI): Public cholesterol screen- 
ing tests apparently encourage many people to «"*! { 
advice from their doctor and change thfy diets to 
cut their risk forheart disease, researchers say. 

A recent study, found about 40 per cent of people 
who had high .cholesterol levels on public screening 
tests went to a doctor to follow np on the results «na 
more than three-quarters reported chang in g their 
diets. 

Dr Antonio Gotto of Baylor College ofMedkdne 
in Houston said his team's study of mofe than 
1 3,000 peoplemay help rdbuff recent criticismabont 
the value and safety of widescale cholesterol screen- 
ing- 

In a study- published recently in the Ameri can 
Journal of Cardiology, Gotto and his colleagues 
looked at the effectiveness of. cholesterol screening 
at a variety of rites — shopping malls, workplaces, 
health care centres, a supermarket, a Mood Hantr 
and a school. 

The study was conducted by a national network 
oflipid research dinics and was funded by Bocrhin- 
ger- Mannheim, which makes the finger-prick 
cholesterol test used^t&e&ud?. Gotto, chairman 
of .Baylor'S depafl m eq faflt ^ . v 

chers had no financial « n ger 

Overall, 25 percent Of theI3,824 people tested 
had blood cholesterol levels above those recommen- 
ded by the National Institutes of Health. That is 
similar to the proportion found in due general US 
population. 

Record . 

At each screening rite, people were given a written 
record of their cholesterol results and were told to 
contact a doctor if their levels were high- Subjects 


also received a pamphlet explaining how blood 
cholesterol increases the risk for heart disease and 
offering dietary advice on lowering cholesterol. 

About two months after the screening, resear- 
chers conducted telephone interviews involving 
about one-third of the people with high cholesterol 
levels. Forty-three percent said they had visited a 
doctor and 10 per cent had made an ap po i n t m ent, 
researchers said. 

“We consider that a very good response,” Gotto 
said. 

More than 75 per cent who had seen a doctor said 
their diagnosis of high cholesterol had been confir- 
med, and 72 per cent had been prescribed diets to 
reduce theproblem, nsearchers said. 

In addition, about 80 per cent of people who had 
not visited a doctor reported modifying their eating 
habits in response to their high cholesterol results. 

Government studies have finked cholesterol to 
coronary heart disease, the nation’s No. 1 killer. The 
percentage of adults who had their cholesterol 
diecked has soared from35per cent in 1983 to 66 per 
cent in 1989. 

Screening 

•v A recent federal report charged much! of public 
cholesterol screening is unsafe and inaccurate, with 
up to 25 percent of tests giving results that are too 
lofer. Concerns were also raised that many people 
with high cholesterol results are not roared to 
doctors. 

Gotto said his study found blood drop6 “pricked” 
from finger capillaries registered cholesterol levels 
about 0.8 per cent to 3-5 per cent lower than simul- 
taneous tests examining Uood drawn from the vein. 
That level is “acceptable,” he said.

That, along with 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, and perhaps one or two 
others, are scrutinized every week Tor 
the possibility of some juicy story . 
Since oat bran has been so much in 
the news in the past year or so as a 


substance that can help lower choles- 
terol, something that contradicted 
what has become common fcnow- 
. ledge became newsworthy. Another 
Story demonstrating the beneficial 
effects of oat bran just wouldn't be 
exciting any more. 

The study is being referred to as 
negative, but that requires several 
qualifiers. First of all, it was a 
relatively small study, with only 20 
participants. Secondly, those in the 
study were all young, average age 30. 
Finally, all bad normal cholesterol 
levels, 200 or less. Half of them ate a 
dot with 87 grama per day of oat 
bran, supplied as muffins and the 
other ate the same amount of wheat 
bran, a fiber not supposed to lower 
cholesterol. AO other aspects of the 
diet were the same, especially the 
calorie and fat content 

At the end of six weeks, tbe groups 
crossed over, that is, those on oat 
bran ate wheat bran, and vice versa. 
The study was double bfind, meaning 
neither the researchers nor the 
patients knew which group they 
m. Presumably the muffins 
identical in taste.

What was found was that each 
group had about at 6 per cent reduc- 
tion m total cholesterol, regardless of 
which group they were in. The con- 
clusion was that the cholesterol- 
towering was due to XTednction in 
fat, rather than any spedalproperties 
of the oat bran. 

Dr James Anderson of tile Univer- 
sity ofKentucky, who has conducted 
several positive studies on oat bran, 
commented that when there have 
been 1 1 s tu d i es de m onstrating chat 
oat bran lowered cholesterol From 
13-19%, it would take a large, very 
persuasive study to makeonetecon- 
sider this large body of evidences This 
study, in his opinion, does not 
quality. 

While it certainly is true that many 
food manufacturers have hyped oat 
bran to the limit (oat bran potato 
chips!?), the evidence that when oat 
bran, as part of alow-Eat, low choles- 
terol diet, can aid in the reduction of 
cholesterol is still very strong. Tbe 
latest study should only- dissuade 
those who believe oat bran to be 
magic bullet, not a healthful 
ingredient.

MIRACLE baby Rukaya Bailey 
has won her seven month battle 
for life after being bom one of the 
world's tiniest tots. 

Little Rukaya was bom in 
June weighing just over half a 
pound after bong born an amaz- 
ing eighteen weeks premature. 

Doctors believe Rukaya — 
whose name means “Gift of 
Life" — believe she is the most 
premature baby ever bom in tbe 
UK to survive. 

She was just six inches long at 
birth — the sire of her mother's 
hand — and given little hope of 
surviving. 

Now she has been allowed 
home — after spending the first 
seven months other life in hosp- 
ital. 

And proud mum Joanna 
Bailjq' still has to give her the gift 
of life-by giving -her whiffs of 
oxygen from a specially supplied 
hospital cylinder. 

It's the moment I always 
hoped for. I just couldn't wait to 
cuddle her here at home," said 
Joanna who did not take her 
daughter in her arms for three 
months after Rukaya was bom. 

“No one could tell me exactly 
how small she was at birth — she 
was too tiny to be weighed" said 
Joanna, 21. 

“The medical staff estimated 
she could have weighed as little as 
right or 1 8 ounces and they even- 
tually estimated she weighed 500 
grammes, about a pound, but 
that was only when she was 
weighed several weeks after birth 
because she could not be taken 
out of the intensive care 
incubator.** 

For the last seven months sin- 
gle mum Joanna has made a daily

1 0 milt round trip by bus to hosp- 
ital from her second floor council 
flat home in Almons Close.

It's been an agonising time not 
knowing whether she would 
survive — and if she did would 
she be OK. 

“It's even been a pleasure get- 
tingup in the middle of the night 
to feed her," said Joanna who 
was given lessons by nurses in 
bow to care for her extra-special 
baby. 

When Joanna went into 
labour 22 weeks into her preg- 
nancy doctors told her she was 
having a miscarriage and that the 
baby wouldn't survive. 

But Rukaya. confounded all 
the medical experts by surviving 
— with all her faculties intact. 

The tiny tot who measured just 
six inches at birth dung on to life 
— living up to her name. 

“When I first saw her after the 
birth I was in shock and l could 
only stay and look at her fora few 
minutes. I frit like that for a few 
days. 

“She was so tiny and had all 
these tubes and wires sticking out 
of her. She was put on a ven- 
tilator and was fed oxygen 
through a tube through her 
nose." 

Little Rukaya shoudl have 
been bom on Oct 30 — but by 


then she was already, four months 
old. 

She remained in intensive care 
for almost four months before 
being transferred to the Special 
Baby Care unit at Hope Hosp- 
ital. Manchester. 

But it was almost three months 
before Joanna could give Ruk- 
aya her first cuddle. 

"I was terrified of hurting her 
when I held her for the first time 
— she was so small and she had 
all these tubes sticking out at 
her.” 

Doctors only allowed her to 
feed, bath and change Rukaya at 
the end of last month. 

“It was difficult at first to 
establish a relationship with her 
when I hadn't held her for the 
first three months of her life. 

“At first the worst thing was 
never knowing what I would find 
when I went to see her — some 
days she woudl be off the ven- 
tilator but on other days she 
would be back on it. 

"It was like taking two steps 
forward and then taking 10 back- 
wards. 

“Doctors have told me they 
have never heard of a baby 
surviving after bring bom at 22 
weeks. 

“But the staff have been great 
with her — I was tike one of the 
family when 1 went to visit. All 
the nurses were like extra aunties 
to her.” Thanks to the dedication 


of (he doctors and nurses little 
Rukaya now weighs in at a heal- 
thy six pounds — more than 
twelve times her original weight. 

“She’s so alert and wide awake 
now and when she sees me she 
just ties there and stares straight 
into my eyes. 

“She is quite active. Even in 
hospital she pulled the ventilator 
and tubes out on several 
occasions — but thankfully not 
done any permanent damage." 

Single parent Joanna vividly 
remembers those early moments 
when she gave birth to her little 
miracle Rukaya. 

The pretty young man said: 
“When the medical staff at the 
hospital realised she was breath- 
ing they rushed her through to 
the special care unit. 

“I just thought if she is going to 
die then let her go now before 1 
became too attached to her. 

“When 1 first saw her her eyes 
were still fused together tike a 
little kitten's and she was almost 
transparent. 

“She was just so tiny — she 
could not have been more than 
the length of my hand. 

“She was so small the nurses 
had to dress her in doll's clothes. I 
could not believe she was alive. 

According to the Guinness 
Book of Records the previously 
recorded smallest premature 
baby known to have survived 
was a Marion Taggart bom 
weighing 10 ounces on June 5. 
1938. She died on May 3 1 , 1983. 

“Even the doctors told me it 
was a miracle.** 

Joanna added: “A couple of 
times one oHier lungs nearly gave 
out. but she fought on.

Obesity causes pregnancy complications 


QUESTIONS was obese (OK, 1 was fatl) when I 
became pregnant, but my physician is driving me 
crazy with bCTinsistencethatlkeepwatdii&gwhatl 
eat and keep weight increase from getting out of 
right- Is all tins attention required? i have been 
overweight most of my life and probably will con- 
tinue to weigh a bit more than average after the 
baby , so what is the sense of all this fun now? 

AasworcObesity is always a health hazard, preg- 
nant or not. About 15 peroeat to 25 percent of all 
women age 20-29 are obese, a percentage that 
jumps from 20 percent to 40 percent stage 30 -39. If 
those extra pounds are generally a reason for atten- 
tion, they are even more so to the pregnant woman. 
Some 37 complications of pregnancy have been 
reported as related to obesity, a cause for great 
concern. 

During the pregnancy, extra weight may cause 
hypertension ana problems with blood sugar 


and require the use of instruments (forceps) to aid 
delivery, which in turn increases the cha n ces of 
injury to the baby. Caesarean sections are required 
more frequently in heavier women, and that can 
lead to complications stemming from excessive 
blood loss and infections, not to mention unwanted 
problems with anesthesia. 

The eye opener is that both baby deaths as wdl as 


deaths of the mothers result more frequently when 
the mother is overweight. It may not be possible to 
lose weight during pregnancy , but a carefully 
planned diet can provide all the nutrition necessary 
for both you ano the baby. However, if you do 
mam tain your weight, you get a unquestionable 
reward of tbe chance offering up to 20 pounds after 
the pregnancy is over, which is great boost towards 
achieving your ideal weight, if ever you wish to try 
to make ft. 

Qocs tf o H iDo you know of a condition called 
“phantom limb pain"? Is it real or imaginary? Our 
young son. a victim of an automobile injury Is said 
to have such pain and we don't know how to deal 
with it.

‘ Sammy’ celebrates golden anniversary 
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HOLLYWOOD, (UPI): After some five 
decades of bitter bandying, “What Makes 
Sammy Run?" remains one . of the best 
novels written about Hollywood and now 
stands a good chance of becoming a 
movie. 

Authored by Budd Schulberg, 
“Sammy" tells the story of a devious 
studio mail room clerk who lies, cheats, 
and steals his way to the top, a despot who 
became a caricature for many of Holly- 
wood's moguls in the 1940s and 50s. 

The name Sammy Gtick became a teim 
for deserbing any human vulture who 
knifes people in the back without a tract of 
conscience. 

Such heavyweight bosses as Louis B. 
Mayer, Harry Cohn, Jack Warner, Samm 
Goldwyn and Joseph Scbcnck were 
outraged when the novel was published in 
1941. They detected their own ploys and 
character traits in Slimy Sammy. 

Schulberg’s portrait was so close to the 
knudde that he became a pariah who coul- 
dn’t find work in Hollywood for years. 

Even his father, the powerful B.P. 
Schulberg, head of Paramount pictures 
and latex an enormously successful 
independent producer, failed to spare him 
the wrath of die reigning moguls. 


Only 26 when be wrote the best-selling 
novel, Schulberg went on to win an Oscar 
for his screenplay of “On the Waterfront” 
in 1954. But he remained a black sheep 
until recently. 

Schulberg, now 75, is delighted that 
“What Makes Sammy Run?” is being re- 
printed this year to celebrate its golden 
anniversary. Moreover, he has written 
screenplay from the book, which Warner 
Bros, has optioned for a film. 

Reaction 

“At the time the book was first publi- 
shed, there was no chance it would become 
a movie because of the violent reactions of 
men like Mayer,” Schulberg said recently. 

“They wanted to run me out of town. 
Mayer ran this industry Hke it was his own 
country. I thought of Hollywood as old 
Venice and he was the head doge. 

“It was unthinkable any of than would 
produce the movie and thereby expose 
themselves. In later years the book 
remained unofficially banned. We 
produced a TV version and made it a 
musical on Broadway. 

“In recent years I became a bit picky 
about how it would be made as a movie. 1 
was waiting for someone to make the right 
offer. 


“Now times have changed. New people 
have come in and they don’t identify them- 
selves with Sammy, even though there may 
be more Sammy Glicks around than in my 
father's day. ' 

“Ifthe picture is made at Warner Bros-, L 
will be one of the producers. 

“What shocks me is how young people 
in and out of the movies perceive Sammy. 
When I wrote him he was a terrible human 
being scorned by everyone. By today’s 
standards he's become a role model for 
success. 

“What is the world coming to? I road an 
interview with Donald Trump who was 
accused of being an extreme egotist. 
Trump said, “I take that as a com- 
pliment” 

“If you asked Sammy Glide, he would 
take it as an insult even today. It’s an 
indication of the change our social mores. 

“I didn't realize until after the book 
came out that it wasn't so much about 
Hollywood as a character who exists in 
every business and society. Wi thout know- 
ing it, I wrote about a universal character, 
not just a little Hollywood hustler. 

“I had the hide to isolate this kind of 
person and put him down on paper. I heard 
from people all over the country in every

walk of life who said they knew Sammy. 

“When I first wrote about Sammy m a 
short story I called him Manny, but my 
father suggested I change the name to 
Sammy so people wouldn't think I was 
writing about Maxmy Cohen, who helped 
push him oat of Paramount.” 

Schulberg’s publishers thought it would 
be a good idea to print a new edition of the 
old best-seller, which .sold some 50.000 
copies when it first appeared and more 
than a million in paparfrack. 

“The first printing was only 2,000 
copies,” Schulberg recalled. “I got a $500 
advance . It sold out before it was officially 
in the stores. It eventually went into six or 
seven printings. 

“For this edition, I wrote an afterward 
that traces Sammy’s history,” Schulberg 
said “I’ve been happy with the reviews 
after aU these years and it's already gone 
into its second printing. 

“One reviewer said there have only been 
five memorable characters in literature — 
Don Juan, Don Quixote, Scrooge, Babbitt 
and Sammy Glick. 

“That's very high praise and gives me 
hope that Sammy will be done justice in the 
movie verson. Tbe big challenge wffl be 
finding the right actor to play the pan.” 


Monet’s testament to French 
vitality in last century 


BOSTON, (Reuter): Three Gaude Monet paintings 
never exhibited before and a “lost” canvas found 
gathering dust in a warehouse are among some 90 
works by the French impressionist master m a major 
retrospective at Boston’s Museum of Fine Aits. 

“Monet in the ’90s” — the 1 890s — groups several 
“series” of paintings Monet intended as testaments 
to France’s vitality ai the end of toe last century, 
including his celebrated images of grain stacks, 
popular trees and the Gothic Cathedral at Rouen. 

The series — a number of paintings of the sam e 
scene from different perspectives done over a year or 
two — were executed during a decade that saw the 
impressionist school, which Monet helped to found, 
under attack. 

Monet, ignoring detractors who regarded him as 
a has-been, eliminated black and grey from his 
palette to explore changes in light and atmosphere 
caused by changes in the hour and season in these 
series of paintings. 

The exhibition, which opened recently and travels 
to Chicago and London later this year, is the first 
rince Monet unveiled these works to display them in 
the manner he intended — together. 

The show includes a painting of Rouen Cathedral 
that had gone to a private Paris collection after the 
artist’ s death in 1926 and has never been on public 


display. 

It is one of three works on show for the first time. 

The exhibition also has five paintings that have 
not been seen since Monet first displayed them at the 
galleries of his Paris dealers, including one from hii 
cliff scene series of toe Val Saint-Nicolas at Dieppe, 

Another cliff painting, “Customs House a 
Varengeville,” was donated by a private collectoi 
who happened to hear that a major moment exhibi 
tion was being mounted. It had not been seen sino

Aquino of the Philippines still 
commands support and respect 
of the majority of the people des- 
pite recent political and econ- 
omic upheavals. 'Cory’ as she is 
popularly known to her coun- 
trymen continues to march on 
r . relentlessly in her determination 
to fulfill her promise to the 60 l • 
milli on Filipinos of alleviating 
poverty and improving the stan- 
dard of living. While certainly it 
has been tough going for this 
petite former housewife. Aquino 
is more than the head of this 
coup-prone and impoverished 
Far Eastern republic, but has 
become a veritable symbol of 
democracy, freedom and justice. 
Whatever her critics may say and 
there are quite a few, this 'little 
lady' has succeeded not only in 
surviving six serious coup attem- 
pts to topple her in the last few 
years, but has even managed to 
yield some good results in reviv- 
ing a fledgling economy by 
executing a number of well- 
timed and positive measures.

Basically his job is to represent the 
government and its officials when- 
ever they are sued or want to sue in an 
official capacity. There are now 
about 89,000 such cases involving 
officials from the President down to 
the loliest clerk. “When I came in,” 
says Frank Chavez, “I decided to 
inject a philosophy to the role of 
Solicitor General. To my mind the 
rule of law and the interest of govern- 
ment should not conflict with each 
other. They must be harmonised'and 
synthesized. A lot ofbad law has been 
inflicted on the Fflipino people sim- 
ply because of the failure or refusal of 
government lawyers during the time 
of Marcos to exercise what l call the 
moral option to resist or al the very 
least obviate an oppressive, unjust, 
and unlawful official government 
position. 

“While my office is required by its 
structure to represent government 
offices, 1 have to consider the impact 
of the case on the rule of law itself.” 
This is the reason that sometimes he 
has taken a position quite different 
. from that of the government office 
concerned. In criminal cases pursued 
by the government, be does not mind 
recommending acquittal when the 
evidence warrants it. In labour cases, 
his office is supposed to represent the 
National Labour Relations Com- 
mission, but if he believes the com- 
mission has erred, be submits a dif- 
fering view through a comment filed 
with the Supreme Court. And almost 
always his position has been upheld 
.by the Court of Appeals and the 
Supreme Court- “During the time 
Marcos.” be says, “there was this 
decree that punishes with Hfe impr- 
isonment or death the mere presence 
. of a person during an opposition- 
sponsored demonstration. If I were 
Solicitor General during that time, I 
would rather resign than defend that 
kind of law.” 

The Office of the Solicitor General 
(OSG) is actually the biggest law firm 
in the country. 1 34 lawyers each han- 
dling between 650 and 700 cases 
covering a wide range of litigation: 
labour, civil, criminal, petitions for 
adoption, eminent domain, taxation, 
and a host of others. They are guided 
only by strict adherence to the con- 
stitution, the rule of law, and an 
objective assessment of the evidence. 
The office used to be under the 
Department of Justice: since July 
1987 when the President issued 
Executive Order No. 300, it has been 

an autonomous body — a conven- 
ient arrangement for the exercise of 
“the moral option.” When the San- 
diganbayan’s decision is appealed 
before the Supreme Court, the 
Solicitor General defends the San- 
diganbayan, but when the PCGG 
gets an unfavourable resolution from 
the Sandiganbayan, he finds himself 
contending with the Sandiganbayan. 
In a legal fight between the Civil 
Service Commission and the Bureau 
of Customs, the OSG sided with the 
bureau because its position reflected 


a policy of the President. That was 
the one policy case that the OSG has 
lost; on the other hand it has won at 
least 42 policy cases, including a legal 
fight between the President and the 
Commission on Appointments, the 
case questioning the Cordillera 
Autonomous Region, antoher quo-, 
tionjng the validity of the value 
Added Tax, and the question of the 
right of Conner President Marcos to 
come back home when he was still 
alive, and then again after he died. 

What is giving him a sense of frus- 
tration these days is the law's delay 
during litigation. “The delay never 
comes from our ride,” he says. “The 
first thing I did when I assumed office 
was to declare a 30-day emergency 
period during which all our lawyers 
had to finish all their overdue plead- 
ing before the Supreme Court and the 
Court of Appeals. I instituted sanc- 
tions for delayed pleadings, indnd- 
ings including suspension of 
payment of salaries of the offending 
lawyers, and the posable recommen- 
dation for dismissal of incorrigible

Mina has a down-home style in 
dealing with people. “Titles 
don't matter to me," she quips. 
“I could be talking to ordinary 
people or people m very hi gh 
positions and they are all the 
same to me. Remember I used to 
have my own company where I 
ahad to deal with all kinds of 
people." 

Her Sunday TV show is in fact 
about people, too. It showcases 
non-traditional export products 

— from luznpia wrappers and 
banana leaves to Christmas 
decor, baby dresses and furniture 

— but Mina always also focuses 
on the people behind the 
products, it's like die wants to 
say — “Look, they did it, yon 
can, too.” The snow features 
unlikely people making unlikely 
products. 

Her show is in fact interesting 
not only to exporters and would- 
be exporters, but also to those 
who simply want to be enter- 
tained. One time die guested 
several young people (in then- 
early twenties) who were export- 
ing frogskins, wood carvings and 
quilts! 

“And where is your office?" 
Mina would usually ask young 
exporters. Almost always they 
would say they're operating from 
their parent's home or garag e 
and that they’re using the family 
phone and the family car to push 
the business. “Aha!" Mina 
would exclaim and then wonder 
aloud about the resourcefulness 
of"yotmg people these days." 

A few weeks ago Mina 
featured a young lady, fresh from 
college, who had put up her own 
international cargo handling 
company. Some episodes would 
have Mma walking through an 
antique shop dripping with 
opulence, other times she would 
be in a steamy factory for b anana 
chips. During live shows she'd be 
surrounded by her guests' crea- 
tions — bags, food preserves, 
home furnishings, clothing and 
accessories, baskets, baskets and 
baskets — a0 going to foreign 
lands.

This meant 
goodbye to her family enterprtise 
andgoing into public life.

And then Pre- 
sident Aquino called for her to 
also join the Department of 
Tourism’s promotions pro- 
gramme. This, to Mina, was 
some kind of assurance that her 
services were appreciated. “I was 
happy but the appointment also 
meant I had to work even har- 
der." The President brought her 
along during her USS State visit 
in October last year. Mina was to 
help push the Philippines' non- 
traditional export products. 

She dismisses detractors who 
have said the President had gone 
down to the level of a “promo 
giri” during the US Slate Visit.

projects. Herpes?-— S^rojects 
m 52 weeks of the year. Projects 
consist of market weeks, setting 
up committees for product selec- 
tion, trade fairs, seminars for 
exporters, and so many others. 
Her new tourism post means 
even more projects of a different 
type. But, she explains, tourism is 
very much interlinked with 
exports. Buyers come and they 
not only look at products, they 
also go to the places where these 
things are made. They explore. 

So how does Mina get to do all 
her interweaving jobs? Delegate, 
delegate, delegate, is her answer. 
“I plan very tightly. I'm very 
project-oriented and so 1 know 
now to get people moving. It’s 
human nature — people want to 
show they can be left alone to do 
things. It is only at critical points 
that I come in. Like if a project 
involves a videotaped show then 
I really sit down to preview iL” A 
slavedriver, her secretary at 
Qtem fondly describes ber. 

Through the years Mina has 
learned other things necessary 
for selling. “Colors are very 
■ important. Even if your product 
is good, if your color is wrong, 
you cannot sell. Lighting for the 
displays is also important.” 


Citem has product consultants 
who are foreigners to advise 
Filipino suppliers about market 
requirements abroad. 

Mina's public life intrudes 
even into her private life. “1 
always have a notebook and pen 
besides my bed. When I have 
ideas I get up and write them 
down so 1 don't forget." 

Not very long ago Mina sort of 
buckled down under the pres- 
sures of work. “I almostdied. My 
blood pressure shot up and I lost 
consciousness." Eveiy now and 
then Mina has to reach for her 
basket for a pDl or two. 

There have been work-related 
emotional lows too but she’d 
rather not dwell on them. Aii she 
will say is that one time it was so 
bad even her husband Joe was 
affected and she had to down a 
tranquilizer. “I slept through it 
like a baby and when I woke up in 
the morning there was Joe still 
paring beside me, so distraught, 
saying, 'Of all people, why does it 
have to be you they’d do this toT 
He hadn't slept a wink and 1 felt 
so sorry for him." 

Mina describes her husband as 
“very supportive” of everything 
she does. “1 fust check out my 
ideas with him. He keeps my feet 
on the ground. Of course, we also 
disagree a lot. But he listens and 
when there are problems, be tells 
me, ‘It's not as bad as you think.

JAIME SEBASTIAN of the 
Philippines, the strongest man in 
Southeast Aria, lives in a country 
with one of the weakest econ- 
omies in the region. 

Isn't that odd? 

The reigning super superheav- 
yweight wcighhfhng champion 
in the Southeast Asian Games 
can hardly afford his breakfast 
That makes him a sporting 
oddity. 

. Or, because he happens to be 
the finest iron pumper this side of 
the globe, Sebastian could 
readily be tagged (excuse the 
pun) as Mr Irony. But don't 
laugh now. 

Sebastian, 33, five-foot-nine, a 
full 270 pounds, baby-faced and 
with the charm of a gentle giant, 
eats a breakfast enough to feed ' 
two families. 

His regular morning pre- 
workout fuel consists of at least a 
dozen fresh eggs, two liters of 
fresh fruit juice, a loaf of bread, 
and some butter, please. 

Now. if you think that's 
enough breakfast for three 
families, pardon the weightlift- 
ing champ because, he says, he 
could add at least six more fresh 
eggs and more fresh juice when 
he’s priming for a big competi- 
tion, like the SEA Games or the 
Astad. At the moment, Jimmy 
swears he'sjust something like 65 
to 70 per cent into training. 

Jimmy works out in a decrepit, 
half-lit gym at the Rizal 
Memorial complex, pumping 
and pressing rusty barbells which 
have visibly surpassed their years 
of usefulness. 

“Panahon pa'to ni Mike 
Keon," Jimmy assesses the rusty, 
battered weights loosely latched 
onto a shaky stand.. 

In a way, Jimmy is saying that 
Philippine sports cannot afford 
itself And, although he doesn’t 
say it, Jimmy is one of the victims 
of the neglected sports pro- 
gramme. 

A country’s economy is 
usually reflected in its sports 
programme. So a truly faithful 
picture of the state of Philippine 
sports should be Jimmy Sebas- 
tian, his face lightess. having a 
breakfast consisting of a plate of 
humble rice, on tuyo (dried fish), 
with only a glass of water to push 
the poor man's meal down. 

Now, if you think that's rather 
exaggerated, why net try and 
findout how much Jimmy earns 
and how much he spends for his 
training food alone. 

Other than a whopper of a 
breakfast, Jimmy has to 
regularly feasLon a lunch consist- 
ing of no less than one and a half 


kilos ' of lean meat, eight 
potatoes, rice and salad. If 
there’s no meat available he 
reluctantly settles for at least two 
chickens — a poor substitute, he 
swears. 

The champ sort of slows down 
and takes a Hght dinner three 
medium-sized fish, three 
potatoes, milk, no rice. 

Doing some impromptu 
accounting, Jimmy says his 
breakfast, compulsory vitamins, 
lunch and dinner, excluding that 
of his wife, a physical education 
teacher at the Colegjo San Agus- 
tin in Makati, run up to a tittle 
over P250 a day, medyo tipid pa. 
All in all, these add up to some- 
thing like P5,000 a month. 

And his monthly salary as a 
master sergeant in the Philippine 
Air Force department of special 
services? 

“My basic pay,” explains 
Jimmy wanly as he wipes sweat 
off his mountain of a shoulder, 
“is P2,3S0. Plus a tittle all- 
owance, I get a total of P4,000 a 
month.” ■ 

And his food expenses alone, 
not to mention those for bouse 


rent, clothing, and other neces- 
sities, total P3,000! 

Jimmy, still childless, is a big 
loser any which way you read bis 
impromptu computation. But 
he s taking everything with a 
shrug of his powerful shoulders. 
There’s no backing out at the 
moment.

He 
waited quietly out of the clinic 
straight back into the gym. He 
has never ceased to pump 
weights since.

MANILA: Manila Mayor 
Geimliano C. Lopez Jr, has 
approved an ordinance pro- 
hibiting cargo/hauler trucks, 
including garbage trucks, 
from passing city streets 
without “protective covers."

Ponce said that city ordin- 
ances prohibit the operation 
of motels, and other fun 
houses within 200 meters' 
from schools, church and 
public buildings. 

He called on city hall 
officials to close the motels, 
beer houses and other fun 
houses near schools violat- 
ing city ordinances. 

Ponce said one each motel 
operates across Far Eastern 
University in Morayta and 
another in the second floor of 
the University of the East 
commercial center. 

“There are hundreds more 
of similar establishments 
fronting as lodging inns 
including beer, disco houses, 
billiard and computer games 
within a walking distance 
from schools which should 
be closed immediately as 
they disturb or distract 
students from their studies 
and contribute to their moral 
decay ” Ponce said. 

“I wonder why these 
establishments continue to 
exist when City HaQ could 
easily cancel or deny annual 
renewal of their business per- 
mits for violation of city 
ordinances,” he said. 

“I challenge Mayor Lopez 
to take, the necessary action 
. and to relieve ci ty officials 
responsH)te~-Tbr'' ’rhesfe ” 
apparent dereliction of 
duty,” Ponce said. 

The Tondo alderman also 
appealed to Mayor Lopez 
and Western Police Superin- 
tendent Col. Earnesto 
Diokno to immediately stop 
the publication and circula- 
tion and prossecute the publ- 
ishers of a number of daily 
tabloids for insering “bed 
time stories” in their publica- 
‘ tions to attract readers.

They had to come to two 
spade tricks and three club t rides 
before declarer could reel in nm 
tricks. 

Other Souths followed with the 
deuce of clubs to the first trick', 
Some Wests continued clubs to al- 
low declarer to get home; most 
shifted to a spade for down one. 

One small group of declarers ful 
filled the contract in every case 
These were those who played the 
seven of clubs to the first trick, con* 
ceahng their two lower clubs. Each 
West presumed that East’s eight of 
clubs was a come-on signal, so they . 
never even considered a spade 
switch. The club continuation was 
taken with the ace and a club back 
put declarer ahead in the race to 
establish tricks.
